BODY DRAGGED INTO WOODS 
AND LEFT TO HOGS. 


WARRANT ISSUED FOR A. L. 
MOORE, HUSBAND OF VICTIM. 

SAID TO HAVE MADE THREAT. 


Central City, Ky.. Aug. 14.—{Special] 
—Mr*. Victoria Uzzle Moore, wife of A 
L. Moore, was shot and killed near 
Pleasant Hill church, in Muhlenberg 
county, about ten miles distant from 
here, Tt ursday night. She left home 
to spend the night with Mr and Mrs. 
Jim Dural. She never reached there 
Friday her combs and teeth were found 
In the roadway. Searchers soon found 
the woman’s body In the wood*. It had 
been dragged half a mile. The head 
had been shot off with a shotgun, and 
hogs had commenced to devour the 
body. 

At the Coroner’s Inquest, her only 
child. Adam Uxxle. testified that he hod 
heard his mother’s husband, A. L. 
Moore, threaten her life. Mrs. Moore 
was originally Victoria Dunlap, daugh¬ 
ter of Morton Dunlap, a prominent 
farmor of the Pleasant Hill neighbor¬ 
hood. When quit*? yming she married 
Adam Uzxle, And after hlfc d*ath mar 
rled a Mr. Stewart, who also died. The 
verdict of the Coroner's Jury was to 
the effect that she came to her death 
from a gunshot wound Inflicted by a 
person unknown. A warrant has been 
issued for A. L. Moore, who has disap¬ 
peared. and Is supposed to have gone 
into Hopkins county. Mr* Moore was 
about 50 years old, The body was in¬ 
terred at the pleasant Hill 1 churOh.

Beverly, Moat., Aug. 14.—Although 
President Tafr had a long talk with 
Postmaster General Hitchcock this aft¬ 
ernoon regarding some disputed census 
places, announcement of the names of 
the more than 200 supervisors yet to 
be commissioned w'as withheld until 
to-morrow. Only a few places are In 
dispute and tha delay in announcing 
the successful candidates, heretofore 
agreed upon and approved by the 
President, was due to the Inability of 
Mr. TAft to complete to-day the sign¬ 
ing of the stack of commissions resting 
on his desk. Secretary Nagel, of (he 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
affixed his signature to all of tile com¬ 
missions before leaving to-day.

Col. Lyon Returns. 


Col. Cecil Lyon, Republican National 
Committeeman from Texas, who hur¬ 
ried back to Boston last night when 
the Beverly curfew bell began to toll, 
returned to town this afternoon and 
accompanied Postmaster General 
Hitchcock to the Taft cottage. CoL 
Lyon said he wanted to talk over the 
President's trip through Texas /iext 
October, but If the President should 
perchance bring up the question of 
census supervisors he would be glad 
lo converse on the subject with the 
Chief Magistrate.

Wants All Supervisors. 

As s matter of fact. Col. Lyon Is 
urging that all the sixteen census su¬ 
pervisors In Texas be Republicans, and 
his protest has held up the announce¬ 
ment of the names of the eight Dem¬ 
ocrats and eight Republicans agreed 
on for the Texas offices. CoL Lyon 
thinks that Mason and Dixon's line 
ought to b* pushed far enough south 
to Include Texas Jn the list of States 
entitled to a 41II list of Republican su¬ 
pervisor* At the conclusion of his 
conference with the President to-night, 
when asked if he had succeeded In 
moving the line, he declared that he 
had pried one end loose, anyway.

DEFENSE CONFERENCE. 


GREAT BRITAIN WANTS CRUIS* 
ERS ON ATLANTIC COAST. 


DOMINION FEARS JAPAN. 


London, Aug. l4.-Whll© the Impe¬ 
rial Defense Conference had little dif¬ 
ficulty In elaborating a scheme for the 
army, the delegates found the naval 
question a hard problem to solve All 
the colonics readily agreed to pay a 
fair share of the cost of the navy, but 
discussion as to the particular form of 
the contributions disclosed a sharp dif¬ 
ference between the Admiralty and tho 
Canadian and Australian delegates. 

This was particularly true w*th ra- 
?>pect to Great Britain’s recent poll > lu 
tlie Pacific. When the Anglo-Japancsa 
treaty w\xa cor^luded Great Britain 
withdraw the greater part of her rtej-t 
from the Chine** coast and ab ii h 4 
,iho North Pacific fleet, both *«f which 
could be used In conjunction w fh an 
Australian squadron to pr p.‘ct Bri; *n 
trade and British pu**evHions in n;l 
parts of the Pacific. 

T he home Government sees no d nga- 
In that port of the world and has full 
con fid* nce In her Eastern ally. The 
color.ixU delegate*, however, persistently 
pictured Japan as a rival who might 
some day become possessed of a desire 
for more territory. They theroiore. 
while agr^ing 10 contribute to tho 
maintenance of the main licet, deter¬ 
mined thnt the greatest energy s?K»ul1 
be exercised to provide defenses for 
their own coasts and trude. 

Australia already |« building torpedo 
boats us a nucleus of the fleet, and Can¬ 
ada purposes to do the same. The 
Admlr*'<ty believes that th**e firets tvUi 
prove *\f greater uo^ if controlled from 
London, but to this tho Canadians lo 
not agree The fleet, they say. would 
come to the n*i»i«?tance of the mother 
country In a time 6f need, but it must 
he absntut*!y under the crntrol of tin* 
Federal Government. Before budding 
her ships Canada, It is undent-Aod, will 
txterd h'.r present dock eystem nnd 
build new one*. Her firm *hlps will be 
modern cruisers, and the Canadian* 
think that these should be placed In tin 
Pacific. Th*» home authorities, on the 
other hand, want them In the Atlantic, 
whei ce they could Join the main fleet in 
the North on the shortest notice. 

The delegates are In dally 00 -ferenos 
f.nd the Admiralty hojv's that a scheme 
w 111 be complex and ready for presen¬ 
tation in the conference on August 19. 
New Zealand. South Afilca and the 
smaller colonies have agreed to make 
direct contributions to the British navy 
and to depend on it for their protection.

MAY MEET TAFT. 


Presidents of Cuba and Panama In¬ 
vited To New Orleans. 

Washington. Aug. 14.—Three Presi 
dents may meet In New Orleans on Mr. 
Tuft's visit there about November 1. 
Thev are Jose Domingo De Obaldla, of 
Panama; Gen. Jo»e Miguel Gomez, of 
Cuba, and William Howard Taft, of the 
United States. There is now talk of 
inviting the Executives of Panama and 
Cuba, and should they accept, the 
United States may show them the 
courtesy of placing a man-of-war at 
their disposal to bring them to thl- 
country nnd take them home. It is 
deemed eminently appropriate by the 
officials that such a meeting tnke place, 
because of the Interest this Government 
hn« manifested In the two repu 
and the occasion will afford an oppor¬ 
tunity for a personal exchange of fe¬ 
licitations between the three Executives.

Mexico City, Aug. 14 —That there is 
any likelihood of an uprising in North¬ 
ern Mexico because of the present po¬ 
litical activity displayed in the States 
of Coahuila and Nuevo Leon la em¬ 
phatically denied by Gen. Manuel Gon- 
xnle* Coal. Minister of War, who, in an 
interview to-day, said: 

"There is no reason to believe that 
the people of these States would e-art a 
revolution or even attempt one. The 
country Is not like it was thirty or for- 
tv vears ago, when any little State 
could start n revolution. At the present 
time the Federal Government haa all 
the money, ammunition, soldiers and 
artillery, and would be informed at one* 
of any disturbance, In order to taka 
proper steps to check it." 

T^\n Minister of War explain* the 
presence of so many troops In that sec¬ 
tion a« merely a coincidence, saying 
they were ordered north because of a 
change of military headquarters. 

Rafael Rainos Arlspe, member of 
Congress and a deputy for the Slat# of 
Coahulla. a personal friend of Gov. 
.Miguel Cardenas, of that State, to-day 
rec^iv^d a telegram from Gov. Carde- 
nus. »a.ving that h<* was still dcterrMli*d 
to tender his resignation to the Stato 
Legislature on next Monday, and that 
everything was In perfect calm at Sal¬ 
tillo. 

Dispatches have, however, been re¬

CONGRESS REFUSED TO MAXE 
AN APPROPRIATION. 


CHIEF FORESTER PINCHOT IS 
STILL IN LIMELIGHT. 


CABINET MEMBERS TO RESIGN. 


Washington,. Aug. 14.—(Special.)— 
That the proposed Court of Customs 
Appeals 1* likely never to bo created 
1# the opinion of many members of 
Congress, a* well a* a good many of 
ficlals about Washington who have 
been observing the coufse of things 
closely. It will be recalled that the 
new tariff law contemplates the or¬ 
ganisation of the court within ninety 
days of the easaag© of Jhe tariff meas¬ 
ure. but Congress refuted to make an 
appropriation for the court. Presi¬ 
dent Taft decided n*>: to attempt to 
organize the court until Congress could 
make an appropriation In the first de¬ 
ficiency bill which will be pasted in 
the regular session. It Is understood 
he took this course on the advice of 
the Attorney General.

Opposition To Court Intense. 


The vatchdogs of the treasury In 
Congress hayc put a law on the stat¬ 
ute bo«*k* which prevents any Gov¬ 
ernment official - ont Incurring a dell- 
gknoy without subjecting himself to 
penaltlea Bo the new 'court, If the 
President should organize It, would 
have to serve without pay until Con¬ 
gress could appropriate. It Is not at 
,«U certain »vhether, when Congress 
meets In December, it will be minded 
to make an appropriation for the court. 
The opposition to It In both houses is 
Intense

Rough Rood To Hoe. 


For this there aro several reasons. 
Got Is that the court is felt by law¬ 
yers to be a blow at the existing Fed¬ 
eral Judiciary. Other feel that the 
court will bo organized to glva the 
Government the best end of things In 
all controversies, without Luo regard 
to the individual who may be In con- 
firbverav with the Government. But 
there Is still another obstacle in the 
way of Che court, and one that has 
escaped notice.

Four of the sheep, all dhrupahlre rams, 
with huge, broad backs, about twice the 
else of the ordinary mm. are kept In a 
special pen at the quarantine station. 

Tiuse animals, valued at ll.CwO apiece, 
recently cam*d away the sheep’s share 
of blue ribbons at u«a Gloucester. Eng., 
lair. The flnest of this four is said to 
be without a rival in the world. 

This king mil., one of the flock at San¬ 
dringham, belonging to Kng Edward, 
i.as probably won more pr.aes at English 
expositions than was ever accjrdedi any 
sheep ever displayed in Great Britain. 

The total flock, Consisting of 102 rams 
and 272 ewt-. include* also Some of the 
higher bred Cots wold and Hainpehlres 
that Mr. Harding w^s able to pick up in 
several month* of special travel occupied 
In tlig purchase of h:n flock. 

The advent of this flock into the United 
States, it is sa.d, will afford a fresh im¬ 
petus to all the wool growers of the coun¬ 
try”. Mr. Hording, who is one of the

Never before In the history of the Im¬ 
mense quarantine farm has It been in¬ 
vaded by such a valuable and extensive 
flock of thoroughbreds. 

Two English eheep dogs, trained to fol¬ 
low snd tend the flock, are a fixed per¬ 
manency with this traveling troupw of 
wool producers. 

The flock is likewise accompanied by 
four Scotch shepherds, brawny youths, 
to whom the herding of sheep Is sec¬ 
ond nature, all having been trained from 
boyhood to this vocation. 

These men. Alex Bnice, Ben Buchan. 
Wynn Hughes and William Sim. are to 
be the future caretakers of the flock and 
it Is predicted will uncoU^»tedly be able 
to give the sheep raisers of the V\ est 
many valuable points In the practical 
care and rearing of their etock.

The Bluvgrass Fair closed this evening 
and while the management cannot yet 
tell exactly what the financial balance 
will be. It Is at least known that there 
will be at least an even break and that 
there will be another fair next year. 
Although the weather was generally 
good throughout the week there was a 
terrific rain Friday morning, which 
kept a large number of persons away 
from the fair, pecretary Jouett Shouse 
this evening made the following 
statement: 

"It Is Impossible at this time to make 
any definite statement as to the out¬ 
come of the Biu<>grass Fair from a 
financial standpoint An estimate of 
expense Is, of course, made in advance 
as accurately us can bo done, but many 
things come up whloh necessarily cause 
Increase over the amount that the man¬ 
agement anticipated spending when 
making plana You may say that the 
fair association will about break even. 
There will not be much margin one 
way or the other. Except for the ter¬ 
rific rain throughout Central Kentucky 
Friday morning, we would have shown 
a nice profit. 

"The fair la little patronised by Lex¬ 
ington people. The vast bulk of the 
attendance comes from out of town. 
Threatening weather or rain In the 
early morning kills the possibility of 
out-of-town crowds. This hurt us to 
the extent of thousands of dollars on 
Thursday. Friday and Saturday. Finan¬ 
cial conditions in this section. In com¬ 
mon with the rest of the country, are 
not yet adjusted to the polnf where the 
people have a great deal of money. 
Furthermore, the delays In farm work 
that have resulted from the continued 
rains worked against the fair. But you 
may say that it will go on. and that It 
will continue to Improve from year to 
year. It has become a fixed institution 
which the State of Kentucky cannot 
afford to do without."

B Nall, Secretary and Board of Director*

your request of July fl directing a return 
to you of the copies of the proposed 
amendment of the association, which have 
been signed. In order that your board 
might take the necessary steps to put the 
amendment Into effect, we bvg to state 
that at this writing, out of the member¬ 
ship of over &Q stock (.wider* only 190 have 
crnseuted to the amendment. 

If the 'Lange proponed by the amend 
ment did not destroy the pecuniary value 
of the stock then, under Section o&9. the 
consent of two-thirds of the stockholders 
would be sufficient to adopt the amend¬ 
ment., but you will see that by the pro- 
j>oaod amendment the stockholders are re¬ 
quired to surrender their stock, which 
now has a pecuniary value, and to take 
therefor stock which is wholly without 
such value, and, in our opinion, to accom¬ 
plish such a radical changer, the ooneefit 
of all the stockholders would be re¬ 
quired.

In answer to the request of Gen. Castle¬ 
man. as to whethor no should Join with 
Mr J. W. Newman In calling a meeting 
of the stockholders for August 14 to take 
action with reference to this proposed 
amendment, we beg leave to state that 
In our opinion such A meetiug will be 
wholly useless. Such a meeting can do 
nothing further than to consent In writ¬ 
ing to the proposed amendment, then If 
such consent la unanimous your board 
of directors, under Section 56». would be 
required to acknowbxlge, file and record 
the amendment In the County Court 
Clerk’s office and In the office of the Sec¬ 
retary of State. After such acknowledg¬ 
ment and recordation, the articles would 
stand amended, and then the stockholders 
of the amended corporation could meet 
and elect their director* and officer#. All 
thla cannot be accomplished In on* day. 
and It appears to us that the stockholder* 
will be put to great Inconvenience and 
somn considerable coat, if they are given 
to understand that by meeting In l*out»- 
viUe on the 14lh they can accomplish any- 
thing further than attaching their signa¬ 
tures to a consent that the articles may 
be amended.

A perusal of the 
"marks** made by Simms In*the dif 
ferent studies on which he w’fta exam¬ 
ined show ed than he only made fifty- 
©Iglx on composition, and It %va* upon 
this l^w standing on this Important 
study that the State Board of Exam¬ 
iners declined to pass him ns qualified 
for a State certificate. 

Supt. J. G. Crabbe la out of the city 
on his vacation, but Chief Clerk J. P. 
Culbertson, who is in charge, said that 
the actloa of the State Board of Ex¬ 
aminers Is in no wise finaJ. being sub¬ 
ject to review' by Supt Crabbe, and 
open to Investigation If a question Is 
raised of the correctness of any mark 
given on any subject by the hoard of 
exatnlnera Such a question has b^n 
raised In the case of Simms, Mr. Cul¬ 
bertson says. It was raised on day 
that Information reached Louisville that 
Blmms had not been passed by the 
board of examiners, and Immediately 
the question was raised the clerks In 
the Superintendent’s office declined 
further to allow the record sent In 
by the State Board of Examiners to 
be seen. 

Two of the best-known educators in 
the State. Prof. T. C. Cherry, of Bow¬ 
ling Green, and Prof. Ellsworth Reg. n- 
stein, of Newport, with Supt Crabbe. 
make up the state board of examiners. 
The State Superintendent delegate* to 
his associates the preparation of the 
examination and the grading of the 
answers after the applicants for State 
certificates have undergone examina¬ 
tion. In the year that there Is an elec¬ 
tion In all the counties of the State for 
county officials two examinations are 
held for the candidates for County Su 
perlntendent of all political parties. The 
flrgt examination Is held the last Fri¬ 
day In July and the second the last 
Friday In August. The candidates are 
permitted to tAke the examination 
either here at the Capital or at the 
county seats under the supervision of 
the County Judge and County Clerks, 
to whom the questions are sent. Mr. 
Simms took his examination In Louis¬ 
ville, and the paper* were turned in to 
the State Board of Examiners, who 
graded them and forwarded them hero. 

it Is said In the Superintendent’s of¬ 
fice that It Is customary to give an 
applicant for a State certificate an op¬ 
portunity for another examination If he 
falls the first time. It is required that 
the candidate made a general average 
of S5 on all ths studies In which he Is 
examined, but he mtist not fall below 
a minimum of 60 In any one. By so 
doing he Is refused a certificate even 
though he may have gone higher than 
Sfi In his general average. Just what 
Simms' general average was is not 
known, but his mark In composition 
was 66 , aa returned by the examiners 
to Supt. Crabbe, which. If sustained by 
the Superintendent, denies him a State 
certificate on this examination. The 
next examination will be held the last 
Friday In this month, when those can¬ 
didates for county superintendents who 
were not examined previously or failed 
at the first examination will be exam¬ 
ined again.

DATES ON WHICH THE 

RECIPROCAL TREATIES END. 

According to the Issue of “Treasury 
Decisions’* of August 12. which was 
received yesterday morning by Sur¬ 
veyor of the Port J Frank Taylor, tho 
cr>:nmcrrlal reciprocal tr-atle* with vn- 
liens countries will bo terminated as 
follows: 

With trtp Governments of Franco, 
Switzerland and Bulgaria, on October 

31. 1909. 

With the Governments of Great Brit¬ 
ain and Germany, on February 7. 1910. 

With tho Governments of Portugal, 
Italy. Spain and the Netherlands, on 

August 7. \9I0. 

The Issue goes on to «ay that In pur¬ 
suance of the provisions of Section 4 
of the new tariff bill, approved August 
E, 1909. which charges various and sun 
dry schedules of customs duties, the 
reciprocal treaties with thee- nations, 
which were based on the old schedule 
of duties, will be terminated. The*# 
trestles allowed the following goods to 
b# ng?etved Into thl* country at the 
lowest rates of duty: 

From Great Fritnin. art work*; from 
France, brandies, distilled spirits and 
art works; from Portugal. Germany 
and Italy, brandies, distilled spirits and 
art works. These countries, at the ex¬ 
piration of the treaties, will b** accorded 
U)e flat rates of the now schedule. 


It Is not so much the pace at which 
wo 11 vo during the season as the speed 
at which we dine that Is making us a 
nation without a digestion.

Hlgh-speed dining has become a mat¬ 
ter of necessity—a necessity which 
wiser counsels would obviate to an ex¬ 
tent greatly beneficial to our health, 
our gastronomic perspicacity, and our 
waiters, says a writer In the London 
Express. 

Concerning the high-speed dining of 
the overhustjed business man little can 
be said. He must bolt his chop and 
suffer In silence. It Is all In hla day's 
work; hurt In the case of the man of 
leisure and the worujin of Idleness, It Is 
no excui*' for gobbling merely because 
no one likes to be seen entering a res¬ 
taurant before 8 o'clock in the evening. 
It Is the “fashionable dinner hour" 
which is responsible for the presaure 
that Is put on hotel and restaurant 
managers. And has forced thorn to per¬ 
form the extraordinary’ feat of serving 
a ton-course dinner In sixty minutes— 
to take a moderate Instance. 

Yet this is done nightly, not only* 
throughout the season, but during * 
whole year. Let us see how the record 
Is made.

the dishes are on the tabl#. while the 
imervnls are simply breathers, which 
could not be filled In with Intelligible 
talk. 

In order that a dinner of this kind 
may be carried through with more than 
military expedition and precision, a st ff 
pf servants mu**t be trained to a high 
degree of mechanical derlty. They 
must obey the signals of their leader*, 
and not the pleasures of th-' guests. 
The man who lingers over hla soup 
may disorganize the whole machinery, 
of service, and with a worried waiter at 
hla elbow he has not the heart to retain 
hla ptate. 

Almost wherever a tahle d’hote or a 
public dinner Is served the race for cof¬ 
fee Is th# same. The a la parte din¬ 
ner affords the exception to high-speed 
dining, but only to a moderate extent. 


who still dine with dignity—one had al¬ 
most said decency. But In those cases 
where the dishes* are comparatively few 
and chosen by the diners the craze for 
speed at table tends to lead Involun¬ 
tarily to an acceleration in the eerv.ee 
which Is entirely opposed to the Teu¬ 
tonic Ideal pf “oatlng with under¬ 
standing.’’ 

Not even In Clubland do we find 
complete freedom from the Inclination 
to bolt—In the double sense—Imme¬ 
diately the soup appears. 

At a dinner eaten recently In a well- 
kfcown club dining-room, the average 
duration of <«ch course was not more 
than six minutes, while during the 
service of the menu, which consisted of 
seven dlnhes. three were accounted for 
In fifteen minutes* Possibly half the 
men were “going on” to theo-tera or 
functions of some kind, but this only 
serves to emphasize the fact that even 
In quarters where life is not otherwise 
lived at high pressure, the dinner rush 
Is prevalent. 

So far as their shore In the matter 
goes, actor-manager* have don# their 
utmost to adjust the Ills of the "dinner 
queftlon,” but. the later the drama the 
later the dinner, has bcome the maxim 
of the fashionable diner-out.

Suburban Example. 


We must go Into the suburbs, by the 
mysterious convolution of “tubes,** to 
find dining survtvtng In anything like 
a condition of dignity and leisure. 
Where the Joint Is carved at 7 and the 
lost glass of Australian burgundy 
sipped at 9. high-speed dining has not 
entered. 

Our forefathers had the virtue of 
deliberation at table, even If they car¬ 
ried It to a point at which revulrton 
art In; but we are still waiting for 
iv>me society revivalist to rise up and 
aiart a revolt against the Injurious and 
unreasonable craze for hlgfi-speed din¬ 
ners.

Crowds even larger tharfpthose of the 
first two days were on hand to get new 
Lincoln pennies when the Subtreasury 
opened Friday. News that the pennies 
would be changed by taking off the 
Initials "V. D. B." of the designer, and 
the possibility of their being enhanced 
In value, wa* responsible for the In- 
94 -d rush. Twelve patrolmen and a 
mounted Sergeant were needed to keep 
in order the line, which stretched from 
the Pine-street entrance through Pine 
street to William and around the comer 
to Wall street.

She Is the old¬ 
est member of the church and Joined 
when there were only four members.

In these days when the honfeeteader is 
displacing the rancher end the orchard 1ft 
crowding the range, th© landmark* which 
bring beck memories of stirring pioneer 
days are becoming fewer and harder to 
find every year.

Baker was one of the most pic¬ 
turesque figures In the early history of 
this State and Ms cabin, which stands 
near Rattle Mountain in Routt county, 
between Dixon. Wyo.. and Slater, Colo., 
Is an equally picturi'sqne habitation The 
old scout hoe been dead such a compara¬ 
tively short time that the place is stilt in 
a bur stale of preservation, but uniee* 
Step* are token to preserve It in some 
way it wilt goon fall Into decay and the 
State will lose an Interesting reminder of 
the men who bmaed the way and laid 
the foundation for the wonderful develop¬ 
ments which are going on at present on 
every hand. 

Until the Moffatt mad was extended In¬ 
to Routt county, the Baker cabin had at¬ 
tracted little more than passing attention. 
This was quite In accord with the tastes 
of the old scout hlmseit, whose dislike 
for settled corr.munUle* was well known, 
lie hud been all over the West and when 
It came time for him to settle down In 
on* spot for the remainder of his days 
he selected the. pleasant valley of the 
Little Snnk© river as th© most satisfying 
place to live In that he knew of. Here In 
company with his squaw wives the'old 

S loneer end**d his days In peace and was 
uried on Battle mountain, not far from 
hi* cabin. His wives have also passed 
©wav and the quaint, double-deckod old 
blockhouse la now unoccupied. The 
structure was In reality more of a fort 
than a dwelling In Its design It had two 
stories above the ground floor, the up¬ 
stairs portion having been topped by still 
another smaller apartment. Tne ruins of 
this upper refuge now lie on the ground 
near by in a state of decay, and it is 
certain that the entire structure will be¬ 
come a ruin unless steps are taken to 
care for it.

SHEEP CAN BE 
' BROUGHT TO FAIR 


MODIFICATION OF QUARANTINE 
ORDER IS SECURED. 


DR. BRUNER AND COMMISSION¬ 
ER RANKIN RETURN. 


CERTIFICATES WILL BE USED. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of State Ben L. Brunor, Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture Rankin and 
Secretary Chilton of the Sheep Breed¬ 
ers' Association, returned this morning 
from Washington, where they went to 
endeavor to have the National Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture modify his order 
quarantining Kentucky sheep. They 
succeeded In having the aoslst^tft secre¬ 
taries agree to so modify tho quaran¬ 
tine as to permit sheep frbrn oihor 
States to be brought to the State Fair 
for exhibition purjmscs. It is practical¬ 
ly certain that Commissioner Wilson 
will indorse the agreement when he re¬ 
turns to Washington. 

The Kentucky delegation say they 
found, to their surprise, when they 
reached Washington that the quaran¬ 
tine hod beeis requested by Dr. Me- 
Oomimck, of the State Board of Health, 
many months ago, and that he had 
made the request twice without ever 
saying anything to the Sheep Breeders' 
Association about or asking that or¬ 
ganization to lake any steps to en^dt- 
euto the die*'*®® In Kentucky sheep 

The following Is A copy of the request 
filed with the authorttine in Washing¬ 
ton, wtdeh It Is believed will be granted 
by Commissioner Wilson when he re¬ 
turns: 

"Dr. A. D. Melvin, Chief, Bureau of 
Animal Industry—Sir: We. th© under¬ 
signed, representing the sheep interest* 
of the State of Kentucky, respectfully 
request that the provisions of Amend¬ 
ment 4 to B. A. It Order H6, to prevent 
the spreud of scablea In sheop. which 
quarantines said on account of the ex¬ 
istence of ©aid disease, be so modified 
as to permit th© shipment of sheep from 
other States to Louisville. Ky., for ex 
hlbltlon at th© State Fair, to be held 
September 13 to 16, 1S0». rmcluslve, and 
their reshipment from tho State under 
Federal certification, provided that said 
sheep are handled at the fair grounds 
under such restrictions as the bureau 
may specify, and that the sheep are 
found to be free from Infection or ex¬ 
posure thereto.

Among th# valuable historical relics 
that he has plsced on exhibition ar#: 
A part of the old altar Pf Santa Clang 
Mission, containing the tabernacle; sn 
ancient, large folio choral, bound In 
bronze, bearing evidence of having 
boen made in the Fifteenth century; 
th* crlciflx from th* altar of Father 
Junlpero Serra's own church of S*n 
Carlos, la the Carnwdo Valley, Mon¬ 
terey; a mortar for tha pounding of In¬ 
cense. and an excellent old-tlm# -paint¬ 
ing. representing the miracle of the 
multiplication of tho loav#* and flshea. 

Also ihe following articles from San¬ 
ta ClarA: A lavabo; a aerinon pronohod 
by th# first bishop of California; a 
missal; on altar card from the old 
nltor. and a missal stand of most 
unique construction. The stand If 
made to op*-n, so that a book can rest 
upon It at the proper angle; yet It Is 
eonstrunted—Joints and ail. legs, book 
support and back—from on# piece of 
wood. 

From the Mission of San MJguel we 
sc# an old Iron for th# making of the 
eacramental bread; on# of th# silver 
processional crosses brought origtnally 
from Spain; a set of vestments, etc. 

Prof. James also secured for the ex¬ 
hibit a two-volum# history of the 
Friar's Minor, published In 153?; an 
Illustrated p9*lter that has Internal 
evidence that It was mad# prior to the 
Twelfth century; a first edition of the 
Madrid print of th# Roman CatechLsm: 
a painting of St. Augustin# by David 
Teniers, and a manuscript. ’’Daily Bx- 
amlnanon of Conscience." written by 
one of th# priests of the missions a 
century and a deesd# ago. 

There also ar** several original docu¬ 
ments signed hy the Viceroy, the Count 
of Monterey, from whom the old Cali¬ 
fornia capital was named; one signed 
by Galvef, the Viceroy who worked 
with Padre Serra at th# time of the 
founding of the missions, gnd one by 
Revlllea Otgedo. who was in office at or 
near the beginning of th# Eighteenth 
century. The exhibit also Includes a 
selection of excellent painting* of the 
old missions, by various Artists. 

As Prof James well says, the exhibit 
Is destined to be "a source of education 
to thousands of persons upon the sub¬ 
ject of th* missions and their builders, 
those first great pioneer* of the 8tates 
of the PacIMe Ocean, pioneers who 
came, not seeking homes for them¬ 
selves and families, or allured by the 
lust of gold, but moved by the love of 
God and humanity to seek to uplift 
ffom savagerv and degradation a na¬ 
tive people, still In the darkness of su- 
penrfttion. Idolatry and heathendom.”

Harry A. Norton. 8clon of one of the 
most Wealthy and Influential families 
In Eastern Connecticut, has for many 
months acted In a peculiar manner, 
and his actions have caused much 
comment, says a Norwich dispatch to 
the New York World. His wife Is a 
member of on** of the wealthiest fami¬ 
lies In this city, being an heiress to the 
$3.000 000 estate left by Stephen Roath. 
one of the first packers in Chicago. 
When the millionaire died about two 
years ngo he divided his estate, and 
Mrs. Norton received about $200,000.

Takes Girl Carriage Riding. 

-About a year ago Norton's actions 
first atracted attention. He owned one 
<*f the rpost beautlftil teams of bom* 
In the city, and in his carriage many 
times In the afternoon was a young 
woman on whom he bestowed all kinds 
of gifts. Although his wife, to whom 
he had be»n married twenty-five years, 
urged him to give up the girl, he rode 
out mor<- oftm. and then when she 
bought an automobile he went driving 
In this. Then came a halt, for Dr W 
K Tingley ordered hlmtostop Smoking 
and drinking and finally persuaded him 
to go to a private sanitarium at Crom¬ 
well, Conn. There Norton remained 
for mor-* than a month, practically a 
prisoner. Ho wrote pathetic letters to 
his wife, and when the twonty-flfth 
anniversary of their marriage ap¬ 
proached he wrote of It His letters 
had their effjet and Mrs. Norton sign¬ 
ed an order which released him. 

Displeased by the action of his wife, 
her relatives, sister and brothers all 
refused to recognize her. and he *n«l 
she worn about unnoticed. Across the 
street from their'mansion at No. 60 
Br»ad street liv»sl Mr* Norton’s sister, 
and the two never spoke. About seven 
weeks ago Norton again started to act 
unusually queer.

Finally one day Norton met her 
in a crowded street nnd demanded a 
kiss for his presents She slapped him 
in the face and walked away.

He married Eliza¬ 
beth Parker twenty-five year* ago. nnd 
Immediately the two became the lead¬ 
er* of Norwich society. 

Several years ago Stoph*n o. Roath. 
the eccentric millionaire, went to live 
with the Parker family, and Just before 
hls death In 1905 he divided hls estatd 
of $3,000,000. and to Norton and hls 
wife he gave $200,000 This turned 
Norton's head, and hls escapades 
wound up Wednesday, when he was 
sent away to the sanitarium a hopeless 
wreck.

The giant cobra ts one of the deadli¬ 
est snake* In the world. It 1* the larg¬ 
est of the Oriental cobras, and Cyanide, 
who now will recover, U as large h* the 
largest ever seen, the lengtn hmlt set 
by snakeologiH* being thirteen feet. 
The giant cobra Is nowhere numerous. 
It is found, when found at all. In the 
damp forest region* from Ceylon to 
the Philippines. Like other cobras, it 
h»s a h'md which It c^n expand. It 
differs from the common cobra by hav¬ 
ing a pair of large shields on the hefti. 
Usually, when full grown. It te brown, 
with broad dark bands. The 

giant cobra Is so fierce In it* dis¬ 
position that It seldom run* from man. 
It fe**ds solely upon other sn tk-t. chaJi* 
ing them swiftly, fixing them behind 
the head nnd swallowing them ti*ad 
foremost The known fondness of Iho 
glam cobra for snake* enabled Snyder 
to get away with the operation In the 
present Instance. 

When he went to Cyanide's den the 
keeper had with him the six-foot black 
stink*', a sharp surgeon’s knife and a 
pair of surgeon's scissors Snyder had 
more than an ordinary Interest In 
keeping the cobra alive. Nine years 
ago a snake nnd animal dealer tele¬ 
phoned up to Dltmars that the giant 
cobra had escaped In his store and wna 
concealed somewhere nearby. The 
dealer and his associates were so afraid 
of it that they were wilting to let the 
Zoo have It for a quarter of Its mar¬ 
ket value If Pit inn rn would send men 
down to capture it Pitmnrs went 
there himself with Snyder to naslat 
him They hunted about the place 
cautiously for several hour* nml Anally 
found the giant cobra beneath crates 
and boxes' in a small storeroom One 
by one the crates and boxes were re¬ 
moved nnd Anally |he ct»hrn was In 
full view It was cdlled Instantly It 
reared Itself and prepared to strike. 
Dltmars nnd Snyder were not quite 
ready to deal with ti They backed 
atva> nnd tried to get out of the 
room, hut the way wisa barred by the 
boxes they bad removed. It downed 
upon them that they must fight or die. 
One fought the cohrn fiercely while 
th«* other prepared th" appliances need¬ 
ed to capture the reptile. After an

RUSSIAN SUBMARINE 

SUFFERS HEAVY DAMAGE. 


explosion In Engine Boom Costs Life 
of Two Men—American 
Among Injured. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 14—A serious 
explosion to-day In the engine room of 
a Russian submarine anchored In th© 
Neva liver resulted In the killing of 
two men and the Injury of thirty or 
forty other*. A dozen machinists and 
workmen are Imprisoned In the vessel 
and It is fear*d they have been asphyx¬ 
iated by gases from the fuel supplies. 

Among the Injured is Joseph Mitch, 
of Bridgeport. Conn., who came over to 
St. Petersburg with Simeon Lake, who 
|s fulfilling a contract for submarine* 
with the Russian Government. The oth¬ 
er Americans engaged in the work with 
Mr. Lake are safe. The shell of the 
submarine was only slightly damaged 
by the explosion, and the vessel re¬ 
mained afloat. , 

The explosion, which occurred during 
the trial of a benxtne motor preparatory 
to acceptance by the Admiralty. I* as¬ 
cribed to the careleasne** of the ma¬ 
chinists. who Ignited the benzine sup¬ 
ply. Dozens of workmen and the su¬ 
pervising engineers were hurled In all 
directions by the force of the explosion.

The Federal pension roll, which for 
some years contained the names of 
rearty a million beneficiaries, has 
touched the lowest notch since 1893 
The Pension Commissioner's report 
show* 947,708 pensioners on the list 
for 1909. According to the Washing¬ 
ton correspondent of the Brooklyn 
Eagle, who haa compiled some inter¬ 
esting figures on the subject, the pen¬ 
sion authorities believe t! list will 
shrink rapldkr from now on “unless 
Congress broadens the pensionable 
Held by new legislation." 

It is not Improbable that the held 
will be broadened Many Congress¬ 
men have kept the: . Ives In office by 
the assiduity with which they have 
prosecuted pension claims for their 
constituents. The country Is full of 
pension attorney* who have loft noth¬ 
ing undone to secure an allowance for 
any applicant who has even the shad¬ 
ow of a claim. There are some 24,000 
euch attorneys enrolled. 

The cost of pensions last year was 
3165.000,000. The most of the money 
goes, of course, on account of the Civil 
War. which ended practically forty 
|1vs years ago. Death is rapidly cut¬ 
ting down the Hat of these Civil War 
pensioners and the new names put on 
tho roll are more than offset from 
this cause. Under natural conditions 
the decline would be rapid and con 
llnuoua. but it is safe to *ay that some 
i»caa% will be found to swell the rolls 
to that tho decrease in cost will be 
slight. Pensioners are long lived. The 
list veteran of the war of IS 12 died 
only about four year® ago. Civil War 
veterans will bo on the roUa for many 
years to come. Then, too. we have 
the naval veterans, and the soldiers of 
the Spanish-American War are to be 
seckontsi with for future pensioning. 
It may be mentioned also chat In re¬ 
cent years there has been Increasing 
talk erf a civil pension list. 


The Lordliness of the Briton. 

Medlll McCormick, of the Chicago 
Tribune, publishes an interesting letter 
In the Lpndon Mall in which he says 
there Is a fascinating opportunity for 
she English press to disclose to the 
English public the real attitude of 
vuodem America toward England And 
the English. Mr. McCormick says the 
English overlook the extreme nation¬ 
alism of American opinion, which oher t 
Ishes only a perfunctory sentiment for 
the England of to-day. whatever feel¬ 
ing there may be about a common In¬ 
terest In Shakespeare, the Bible and 
the Magna, Charta. The English jour¬ 
nalist. he says, forgets the bitterness 
Induced In a raw self-conscious * com¬ 
munity by years of condescension and 
dislike upon the part of the English. 

The Briton might appreciably in¬ 
crease his popularity by abating the 
outward and bold display of his lordli¬ 
ness. Curiously, now' that the republic 
In which we live has won its spurs as 
an independent country, after righting 
fairly well for its freedom from domi¬ 
nation by an autocracy at once Insular 
and insolent, the English expect the 


loyalty and admiration for the evil of 
galling national condescension. The 
Englishman who patronizes an Ameri¬ 
can is somewhat surprised, somewhat 
disgusted and altogether disgruntled, 
if the American declines to accept the 
patronage gracefully and gratefully. 

The Englishman is complacent In the 
belief that ho is, like the old salt in 
•‘Pinafore/* to be congratulated upon 
having been born an Englishman when 
he might have been a man of a meaner 
race. The consolations nf this mental 
attitude are many. Doubtless they 
counterbalance the annoyance of any 
Irritation that may arise from a crude 
American’s refusal to acknowledge the 
superiority of the Englishman and to 
admit not only that an American cart 
bo at beat merely an Imitation of an 
ITngllsh gentleman and that, generally 
speaking, the Imitation Is poor and the 
ssiiimptlon that it Is successful a bit 


The English attitude—It Is not, of 
course, common to All Englishmen, but 
It Is national notwithstanding excep¬ 
tions—manifests itself not only in con¬ 
descension toward residents of the 
United States, but also, with modifica¬ 
tions. to Canadians, and, without 
mod l flea lions, toward Australians. 

The Englishtnon. once he is assured 
that he may associate with an Ameri¬ 
can. a Canadian or an Australian upon 
terms of equality without compromis¬ 
ing himself socially, is a most delight¬ 
ful companion, but In the absence of 
what he accepts as positive proof to 
the contrary, he assumes that tho 
American is a “bit of a bounder," that 
the Canadian Is not upon a parity with 
the homegrown Englishman and that 
the Australian Is almost beyond the 
pale of social recognition. lie has no 
one but himself to blame If hla as¬ 
sumption of superiority ruffles the 
pride of Americans and of British colo¬ 
nists as well. 

Mr. McCormick’s suggestion that the 
British press disclose, and explain, the 
American point of view with regard to 
the English, might be fruitful of re¬ 
sults if the British press could adopt 
It without a lack of patriotism. But 
haa not someone defined patriotism as 
a form of provincialism? And it is pro¬ 
vincialism—or lnsularlam—that pre¬ 
vents the Englishman from under¬ 
standing the American point of view, 
and the creative cause® thereof, with¬ 
out an explanation. 


SECTION 2 


A Minister Upon Prohibition. 

The columns of the Courier-Journal 
havo contained a number of lengthy 
articles by ministers of the gospel 
upon prohibition. It has be the opin¬ 
ion of this newspaper that the authors 
of such articles have been sincere, but 
mistaken. They have aimed at uplifting 
mankind and iesoenlng sin and suf 
fering. but they have overestimated 
the power of legislation to improve the 
morals of the Individual, and under¬ 
estimated the evils that Inevitably re¬ 
sult from the enactment of laws which 
do not reflect the sentiment of even 
the majority which makes theiT pas¬ 
sage possible, and which are regarded 
as oppressive by a substantial minor¬ 
ity. Now comes a minister of the go* 
pel upon the other stde of the argu 
ment—the Rev. William A. Wasson, 
who contributes a leading article to 
the August number of Pearson’s Mag¬ 
azine. It is fair. In the absence of 
proof to the contrary, to assume that 
Mr. Wasson Is as sincere in his argu¬ 
ment. and as earnest in his calling as 
the ministers who take the opposite 
point of view. And In addition, to sin¬ 
cerity Mr Wasson brings to bear upon 
the subject under discussion a knowl¬ 
edge of the workings of prohibition 
gleaned from investigation of Its his 
tory In this country. 

Admitting, then, that the writer has 
as good standing In cour* as have 
other witnesses, let us examine his 
testimony. 

Attention Is called to the fact that 
as a result of the “temperance wave" 
which swept the country Just before 
the Civil War the six New England 
States alfd Michigan and Nebraska 
adopted prohibition. New York, In¬ 
diana and Wisconsin enacted prohib¬ 
itory laws. but did not try to enforce 
them because they were found to be 
unconstitutional. After the lapse of a 
half century we And another “temper- 
Anco wave" sweeping the country. 
Again there are' eight States under 
prohibition law's, four In the South, 
rhree in the West and one in New 
England—the State of Maine, which 
has made prohibition famous. It is 
interesting to inquire Into the nature 
of the results achieved by the pres¬ 
ent movements. an& to take a back¬ 
ward look into the history' of the ante¬ 
bellum "wave, 

Mr Wasson says that If prohibition 
and temperance were the name thing 
the fact that there are 38.000,000 
Americans living in "dry" territory to 
day, while only 6,000,000 were so sit 
uated ten years ago, would be pttnof 
of progress in the right direction. But 
the assertion of hysterical prohlbi 
t ton lata that ail “dry" territory Is free 
from the evil at which the crusade has 
aimed Is not proven. Figures made 
by the United States Revenue Depart¬ 
ment, say* the writer, show an in¬ 
crease In the per capita consumption 
of liquor throughout the country 
Thus w* are confronted with the re¬ 
markable fact that In 1908. when the 
prohibition wave was wiping out sa 
loons at the rate of 11.000 a year, the 
people consumed more liquor than they 
dld.Jfi any year save 1893. the year 
1907 excepted. 

These figures might not be con¬ 
clusive. It might be argued that 
the Increase was in the “wet" terri¬ 
tory—that the “wet" sections have 
been Indulging In a final spree In ad¬ 
vance of the ^enactment of prohlbi- 
t| 


the last election hqd not the Issue been 
dwarfed by Interest In the presidential 
election, Is the opinion of Mr. Wasson. 
He calls attention to the statement of 
Gov. Cobb four years sgo. that Maine 
had made herself the laughing stock of 
the Nation by retaining the law and 
not enforcing It. Drunkenness, official 
hypocrisy and a very poor quality of 
liquor obtainable In any quantity mark 
the failure of prohibition where It has 
been tested for the longest time. 

To quote Mr. Wasson again: 
"Prohibition Is an attempt to deprive 
men of what they believe to be an Inher¬ 
ent right. The question of individual 
rights Is the underlying Issue in till* 
whole controversy. Majority rule is, of j 
course, a sound political principle, but 
It is obvious that the application of this 
principle must be confined within reason¬ 
able limits. If s majority has a right to 
*ay to a minority: You shall not drink 
beer, another majority haa the right to 
*ay to another minority: You shail not 
drink tea • • • of course, there is 
difference between tea and beer, but 
there is no difference between the right 
to drink one and the right to drink the 
other. • • • And many physicians be 
ileve that tea and coffee are the more in 
Jurtous." 

The enactment of a prohibition law 
does not by any means show that a ma¬ 
jority of the people of a State — or a m» 
Jority of tho members of a Legislature 
— are sincere advocates of prohibition 
Many voters and many law-makers are 
prohibitionists for reasons of policy. 
These lukewarm friends of the law, to¬ 
gether with Its candid and militant cnc 
mies, the minority, form component 
parts of a public sentiment that pro 
vents its enforcement. 

Says Mr. Wasson on this point: 

"A man In s ‘dry* town wishes a drink, 
and he know* where he can get K. That 
man ia far more interested m getting hts 
drink thar hi* prohibition neighbor is In 
preventing him from getting it. And when 
you multiply this on* drinker by a num¬ 
ber representing half or more of the male 
Inhabitants of the community, you have 
an idea of the relative strength of the 
twu kinds of public senument. and. If 
you have any power of imagination, you 
know why prohibition does not prohibit/ 
Tho writer objects to local option upon 
the ground that, when the license is 
voted out it removes from local author! 
ty the power of regulating the saloon, 
and upon the ground that a "dry** town 
under local option Is not dry. He advo¬ 
cates a system of license and reguia 
tion which he outlines at some length. 

Without discussing Mr. Wasson’s 
views upon local option—which at least 
contemplates local self-government and 
does not aim at the confiscation of 
property—It may be said that In his 
arraignment of prohibition as a failure 
he makes statements that history has 
proven true.

A Too Strenuous Cindldate. 

A candidate for Congress in Tennes¬ 
see haa opened his campaign by whip¬ 
ping an editor. Evidently ho la a be 
llever in strenuous methods of cam¬ 
paigning. but it is gravely to be doubt, 
ed If a canvass that Is begun in fisti¬ 
cuff* will *end In victory. Even In the 
absence of opposition it would hardly 
be popular for a man to make a race 
on hi* muscle. In the present Instance 
the candidate of pugilistic propensities 
la not without opposition of a kind 
that would be considered formidable by 
one less belligerent In disposition. Prob< 
ably the Tennessee aspirant has heard 
of men "fighting their way to fame' 
and hopes to fight his way to Congress 
with bare knuckles. But his plan Is 
not a good one. If he should undertake 
to whip everybody In his district who 
ia opposing him his good right arm 
would wear out before he had cleaned 
up the first county. A series of fight¬ 
ing appointments would draw big 
crowds, but it is hardly possible that 
the peace and dignity of the Common¬ 
wealth of Tennessee would stand for 
much of that sort of thing. The law' Is 
no respecter of persons, and fighting 
constitutes a breach of the peace— 
despite the fact that the chief fighter 
Is a candidate for Congress There 
may be exemption from arrest for a 
Congressman, but there Is none for a 
mere candidate. A United States Sen¬ 
ator may punch the head of a Pullman 
porter with Impunity and immunity. On 
the contrary a candidate who would 
set out deliberately to smash the physi¬ 
ognomy of a voter would speedily And 
that the constable had a little business 
with him that admitted of no delay 

The physical task of whipping out a 
congressional district Is one beside 
which the labors of Sisyphus were 
light. Sisyphus, so the mythological 
story goes, was condemned to roll a 
large stone up a big hill Every time 
he got It near the summit it rolled back 
again and his labors were never ended. 
"Y r ote for me or Til Knock your block 
off" would not be a popular campaign 
slogan in the rural districts. The can¬ 
didate who adopted such method> 
would make stow progress for fights 
would necessarily call for explanations 
to magistrates. The plea, "I hit this 
fool voter because he refuse* to *up- 
port me for Congress.’’ would not be 
tenable In law or in morals. Retween 
fighting and paying fines it is to be 
feared that the would-be Congressman 
would And himself so thoroughly occu 
pled as to leave him no time for con¬ 
sidering those fine points in politics so 
essential to a successful race for office. 

A course in training would be an es¬ 
sential. and though he might be 
equipped with muscles like Sandow and 
flat* like "LAnky Bob" there would oJ- 
w'ay* be the unpleasant prospect of 
tackling the wrong voter or having a 
precinct fall on the candidate en manse. 
A corps of prizefighting henchmen Is 
too expensive of maintenance and one 
lone man’s fighting ability Is bound to 
get thin In spots when spread over an 
entire congressional district.

Mrs. Betty Taylor Dandridge. daugh 
ter of President Zachary Taylor, had 
long been forgotten by the public when 
she died at Winchester, Va., on July 26, 
but once, as lady of tho White House, 
sh© had a strong hold on the popular 
fancy. 

"Miss Betty," as she was-called by 
those around her to the close of her 
long life, was the only army girl w'ho 
ever came to be the first indy of the 
land. She was born In the army, reared 
partly at a frontier post, and married 
to an army officer. All her early years 
were associated with her father's mill 
tary career, and when he was noml 
nated for the presidency In 1848 she 
wae living at Baton Rouge. Lg.. where 
he had been stationed previously to 
the Mexican War. and where he had re¬ 
turned after the conclusion of the hos 
tllltiee, say* the New York Sun 

Her home there was a one-story 
house formerly known as the old Span¬ 
ish Commandant's cottage, and Us four 
rooms were surrounded on all sides by 
a veranda. There Mis* Betty was liv¬ 
ing with her mother when the war with 
Mexico took the garrison, and her fa¬ 
ther a* commander-In-chief, to the 
scene of trouble. 

She was known to army people gen 
•rally, for Gen. Taylor had spent hts 
life In the army and hla family was 
typical army family.

Gen. Taylor was a Kentuckian, and 
was appointed to the army from civil 
life. Throughout his military career 
his work was confined to the frontier, 
and he wm known a* one of the hard¬ 
working. fighting officers He lived in 
the wilderness, and Mrs Taylor accom 
panted him. She wo* a famous cook, 
proud to be known for her Maryland 
cooking, and whenever the soldiers 
were elck they were oared fs by h< r 
and fed on food prepared by her hands 
She herself was perfectly content with 
her lot. and defied no other Uf*. And 
when after long years of service she 
found herself established at Baton 
Rouge, with a little garden and & min¬ 
iature dairy at hand, her delight was 
supreme.

Early Army Bella 

Miss Betty was a belle in army so 
defy from her early teens, and being 
the only daughter left at home ehe wu 
the Idol of her parents Wnen bet ffcth 
er came into prominence as a preai 
dentlal candidate she wits written about 
os a charming possibility as the first 
lady of the land. She did not go to the 
White House a* Miss Taylor, though. 
She married the man of her choice, 
MaJ Willism W. 8 Blla*. an aide oa 
Gen. Taylor's staff, and went to Wash- 
log ton a bride of three months to pre¬ 
side over the White House. 

Mrs. Taylor had opposed all mention 
of her husband as a candidate, and 
when Whig politicians visited him to 
urge hi* acceptance of the nomination 
she used all her Influence to defeat 
their object. After his election and In 
auguratlon sho decided not to assume 
the semi-official duties of lady of the 
White House, and It was announced 
that Gen. Taylor * da lighter would be 
her social representative. 

Mr*. BUs*. or Miss Betty, as she con 
tlnued to be called, was a vivacious, 
summer-hearted Southerner, and she 
soon made the White House attractive 
to young people and as well as to the 
admirers of her father. 

In the summer following the Inaugu¬ 
ration among the visitors at *J8e 'White 
House wa* Father Mathew, rbo apostle 
of temperance. Mr*. Bliss gave a re¬ 
ception In hi* honor. The papers of 
the day complimented her on her sue 
cessful management of the entertain¬ 
ment end on hla part Father Mathew 
prenounced her a "lovely girl.”

The biggest corn field in the 8tete of 
Kentucky Is now being laid by. It ~4s 
the field outdlned by the gigantic horse¬ 
shoe sweep of the Ohio River from Hen¬ 
derson, round past Evansvllla. to Green 
Rhrer. It is the biggest because It Is 
corn continuously for 6.000 or 7,000 acres, 
unbroken by fences, unrelieved by any 
other crop—no hay. no tobacco, oata or 
wheat—Jus* corn, corn, corn and then 
more corn. 

It is estimated that over 800 .noo bushels 
of corn will be raised In this monster 
tract this year, and this Is In spits of 
the fact that the farmers were scared 
out of a year's growth by the high water 
and for a time were not qutte sure 
whether the high watas would let them 
raise any corn. 

But the corn was planted, and the 
stand, excepting along the sloughs. Is a 
very good one. Some of It has been laid 
by and in some places the farmers are 
making the last trips up and down the 
long rows, loosening soil, which had be¬ 
come slightly caked from the beating 
rains. 

And it means something to plow one 
of theee rows of corn a mile long in 
horseshoe bend, and by the time a team 
has made a few rounds-trlps it Is time 
to rest a bit.

The 
eldest was Ann. the wife of Surgeon 
General Wood, of the army. The sec¬ 
ond daughter was Sarah, who became 
the wife of Jefferson Davis, afterward 
President of the Confederacy, w'hlle he 
was a Lieutenant In the arm)*. 

Gen. Taylor was President of the 
United States only sixteen months. Mrs 
Taylor never recovered from the shock 
of his death and died two years later 
MaJ. Bliss died lo 1853 Five years 
later. In 1858. his widow married Philip 
P Dandridge, a widower and a member 
of a Virginia family, made famous by 
Washington's marriage into it Mrs. 
Washington. It will be remembered, 
was Martha Dandridge 

During her married hfe wtth Mr 
Dandridge she lived nt Winchester, Vs 
Mr Dandridge died In 1881 Modest 
and retiring. Mrs. Dandridge could 
never be induced to visit Washington, 
and she would never have her pJcture 
fak*r. A daguerreotype made while 
she was at school In Philadelphia ehe 
destroyed lest It be published without 
her consent She was in moderate cir¬ 
cumstances and revived from the Gov- 
ernment a small pension A step, 
daughter survives her. 

Like he r !_ ther In character, she was 
plain and olunt of speech snd made no 
pretence to feeling* sh© did not enter* 
tain. During the war her heart was in 
the cause of the South, and she mourn, 
ed with her neighbors over the defeat 
of the Confederacy. A* she left no 
children her brother’s children are the 
only descendant* of Gen. Taylor.

Wash¬ 
ington was entertained, and In the same 
bouse Ell Whitney invented the cot¬ 
ton gin. 

Coming down to modern times. 
Joseph Jefferson, the Immortal "Rip."

ago managed the Savannah Theater, 
the eccond oldest in the United States, 
which atlll stands. 

From tli© day* when Washington. 
Greene and Lafayette were entertained 
here, the hoepltaUty has been proverb¬ 
ial At various times Webster.

In the old Midway cemetery nearby 
repose the remains of Gen. Daniel Stew¬ 
art and wife. Sarah, great-great-grand¬ 
parent* of former President Roosevelt 
Gen. Stgwart died May 27. 1829, ared 
70 years ; 

Connected wtth the social Mfe of 
Savannah are its splendid military or¬ 
ganizations It is the greatest military 
city in the world, viewed from a volun¬ 
teer atandpolnt As a result of the 
spirit of military days transmitted from 
sire to son, here exists fourteen com¬ 
mands. six of which are over one hun¬ 
dred years old. There are six splendid 
companies of Infantry, four efficient 
batteries of heavy artillery, two di¬ 
visions of naval militia, a troop of cav¬ 
alry and a battery of light artillery.

mAny years. They are used in the Rio 
Grande border country in time of 
trouble. During the revolution against 
Mexico which Catarino Garza promoted 
about fifteen years ago. these Seminole 
Indians were In the field for several 
months, trailing down the revolution¬ 
ists upon this aide of the border. 

Tho yearly payroll for the enlisted 
men now stationed here amounts to 
about $375,000. and that of the officer* 
to an additional $300,000. The yearly 
amount received by the retired soldier* 
here aggregates $5,000. Clerks and 
other civilian employes receive a to:a! 
of about $50,000 annually, and extra 
duty men about $10,000. The expendi¬ 
tures of the Quartermaster General's 
department at Fort Ram Houston se¬ 
gregates more than $600,000 annually, 
while that of the post Quarter master's 
department 1* an additional $250,000.

Strategic Strength. 




The strategic position of Fort >&im 
Houston from a military standpoint 
with regard to a wide scope of border 
territory has been amply demonstrated 
upon manv occasions. In the early days 
when forfcglng bands of hostile Coman¬ 
che. Lipan and othef tribes of Indians 
were wont to make bloody incursions 
Into the thinly settled parts of Texas 
lying west and south of here the troops 
found that Fort Sam Houston was a 
convenient station from which to sally 
forth and Intercept the murderous raid¬ 
ers. It was while stationed nt this 
post and at some of the more Western 
garrisons that Lawton, Shafter and 
other noted officers of the army per¬ 
formed a splendid service tn driving 
out the Indians and making It posslbte 
for the white settlers to enter the 
region west and south of here and 
bring about the development and up¬ 
building of a territory that is now 
highly productive and of great natural 
richness. 

It was from Fort Bam Houston that 
United States troops were sent to break 
up the bands of Mexican revolutionists 
who were attempting to mobilize their 
forces upon this side of the lower Rio 
Grande during the Garxa emeuate. Only 
last year troops of the Sixth Gavalry 
wer* aent from here and Fort Clark to 
the border territory n*ar Del Rio to 
run down violators of the United States 
neutrality law These troops remained 
constantly on duty In the field for sev¬ 
eral months The establishment of n 
large garrison of troops at Fort Sam 
Houston Is an assurance that peace will 
he maintained along the Rio Grande 
border go matter how great the turmoil 
may be upon the Mexican side of the 
river 

The enlargement of this poet has 
been towards the North and East. 
What is practically a new post has 
been establ‘«h^d upon the land which 
has been added to the reservation dur¬ 
ing the last few years. The buildings 
are of the most substantial constnic- 
•lr*n. and the architecture Is attractive.

other. Particular attention is given to 
providing sanitation for the buildings 
and grounds The alt® of the post is 
upon an elevation which overlook! the 
city of San Antonio.

Beautiful Homes for Officer*. 


The older portion of the post is where 
the greatest beauties am to be seen. 
The rows of ofilcer* 1 residences are em¬ 
bowered in vines and flowers, and the 
yards are filled with blooming roses 
and other plants which In thla climate 
are green and thrifty during the win¬ 
ter as well ks In the summer. The 
parade grounds are covered with a 
beautiful sward of Bermuda grass. 
Towering shade trees of different vari¬ 
eties line the walks and driveways and 
It is a veritable park which Invites re¬ 
pose and rest. One of the pretty fea¬ 
tures of the old post Is the quadrangle 
which is surrounded by a solid row of 
stone buildings where the several offi¬ 
ces of the department are located. 
Within this quadrangle is a delightful 
park, ornamented by a miniature lake. 
A herd of deer and wild fowl of beauti¬ 
ful plumagM make their horn* in the 
park. In the center of the enclosure is 
a stone tower from tho top of which 
an observation of many miles of sur¬ 
rounding country may be had. 

The ornamentation and beautifying 
of tho newer additions to the post are 
being cArrted out as rapidly a* pos¬ 
sible- In a few more years Its walks 
and driveways will be shaded by trees 
and each residence yard will be made 
a beauty spot. Much pains have been 
taken to provide comfortable quarters 
for the enlisted men. The barracks are 
equipped with every convenience that 
will tend to make army sendee attrac¬ 
tive to the men.

Plenty of Amusement. 


Np little attention Is given to the 
amusement side of their life Athletic 
aports are encouraged both among the 
enlisted men and the officers. One of 
the crack polo teams of the country la 
to be found here. Hotly-contested 
football And baseball games ar* played 
regularly at the post during the sea¬ 
sons for these sports. In addition to 
the many pleasures of life at the post 
Itself there ar* attractions In San An¬ 
tonio for the enlisted men and for the 
officers and their respective families. 
There Is a free mingling of the city 
and post society. When tho post was 
first established It waa located in tho 
country, some three miles from town. 
The city Is now built up solid alt the 
way out to the post, and electric street 
railway linos afford quick transporta¬ 
tion into and out of town. 

So popular Is Fort Bam Houston and 
SAn Antonio among army officers that 
many of them who are now on the re¬ 
tired list mak* their home In the resi¬ 
dence .district close to the post, where 
they find enjoyment In keeping up their 
acquaintances with military men and 
affairs.

Defends the Young Men’s Christian 

Association Against Recent Criticisms 


Associate General Secretary Contends That Religious Work 
Is Not Being Neglected. 


T HE Young Men s Christian As- f 
sociatlon has been receiving 
sonte criticism from a Presby¬ 
terian source. The criticism 
was directed especially against the 
great city associations, and the ques¬ 
tion was asked whether the growing 
emphasis on social, educational and 
physical activities, as compared with 
what Is called a perfunctory attention 
paid to evangelistic agenchr*. for which 
the Y. M. C. A. wla really organized, 
does not tndlcate that the association 
It losing the evangelistic motive. It Is 
also asked whether the emphasis being 
put upon the nnnreUgious work Is not 
caused by the fact that money to sup¬ 
port these activities can bo secured 
from men who would not give at all to 
the associations If they put forward 
their Christ-proclaiming character as 
paramount to everything else. 

Answer to the criticism has been 
made by Clarence J. Hicks, the asso¬ 
ciate general secretary of the interna¬ 
tional committee of tho Young Men's 
Christian Association. He contends 
that all the social, educational and 
physical activities of the associations 
are means that are utilized In building 
up Christian manhood. He admits that 
the support of business men Is needed 


to^ carry on these activities, but asserts 
that tho millions of dollars which busi¬ 
ness men have Invested In association 
buildings Is proof that these men. re¬ 
gardless of their personal religious be¬ 
liefs. have confidence in the ability of 
tho Y M. C. A. as an agency for the 
making of manhood. 

Furthermore. Mr. Hicks maintains 
that the religious work Is not being 
neglected, rather that It Is being 
pressed. Comparative statistics show 
that, whereas there was spent $35,174 
on religious work In the year 1900. In 
190S $224,324 was thus spent. Attend¬ 
ance at Bible classes last year was 
777.842. as compared with 134.467 eight 
years ago. As n direct result of as¬ 
sociation work 1.322 men united with 
churches In 1900. lost year the number 
was. 4,251. In addition to these figures. 
It is shown that largo ga’ns have been 
made In the number of Bible classes. In 
their enrollment, in shop meetings and 
In professed conversions. 

Seeking a Union. 

Some of the leaders In the Christian 
Endeavor movement are seeking to 
bring about rome sort of union be¬ 
tween Christian Endeavor and th»* 
Methodist and Baptist young people's 
organizations. The matter was agi¬ 
tated to some extent at the recent 
Christian Endeavor convention at St 
Paul, and up to the present time it 
doc* not appear that the deal re for 
union exist* In either the Epworth 
League, which Is the Methodist organl-

ration, or In the Baptist Young People’s 
Union. 

Those who are urging some sort of 
combination are saying that the only 
reason for these separate denomina¬ 
tional organisations was the desire of 
denominational leaders to control their 
young people, and they point to the 
fact that the Presbvterlan Church, in 
which Christian Endeavor has Its larg¬ 
est membership, has perfect control of 
:n* young people, ev*n although they 
are enlisted In an Interdenominational 
organization. They also say that If 
sejwirate denominational organizations 
ore advisable for the young people, why 
do not Methodists and Baptists have 
separate young people's missionary 
movements. Instead of combining with 
the Interdenominational organization of 
that name? Why do they co-operate 
with the International Sunday-school 
Association or with th* Young Han't 
Christian Association, they further ask. 

The Christ fan Endeavor leaders say 
that they are perfectly willing that 
these denominational young people's or¬ 
ganizations shall preserve their form of 
organization, and practically all that 
they nak Is that "Christian Endeavor" 
be recognized and used as the name 
under which the work of young people 
In the churches Is conducted. They 
say ^hey want fellowship, and are In 
no s*ns«' looking for control. 

This agitation Is not entirely new. for 
It crops up every few years. Bo far 
us dlslntervsted leaders can determine, 
there Is no present likelihood of a com¬ 
bination. It la almoat certain that the 
Epworth League would not be a party 
to It. The Baptist Young People's 
DnJoh hits been having n difficult time 
In recent years, and therefore might 
favor a change, although it has n 
shown a desire for It.

It Is found That almost any number 
of men can be secured on this basis, 
most of them men of mature years and 
unmarried They are not men "h> 
have failed in business or a profession, 
but those who desire to give their live* 
to their fellow-men without other re¬ 
ward than proper care and the con¬ 
sciousness of having done goid T e 
society is not yet narn*d. nut It. ha* 
secured financial hacking sufficient to 
make It powrible In a day of small be¬ 
ginning*. It is rot the scheme of any 
wealthy man. but Is the outgrowth of 
a movement In which a number of men 
are really interested. The organization 
will be loyal to the church of which It 
Is a part, and will work In no Jurisdic¬ 
tion unless by the hearty approval of 
the official head of such Jurisdiction. 

• • • 

Work Intended. 

The work Intended to be undertaken 
by members of the society Includes th* 
teaching of the English Bible, of Melt! 
service, ml*'Iona and evangel *m. tlm 
idea being. In effect, a college whose 
faculty t*» an Itinerant one. The pro¬ 
jectors of the new plan hold that the 
stationing of able men within four 
walls and compelling students to com • 
at great expense and remain at grower 
expense to be Instructed by thrin be¬ 
long* to the period of the locomotive 
and Illuminating gas both now being 
superseded by something bett’r The 
scheme l» to loon prof >*#ors to different 
cities, a month or more at a time. 

A second phase of the new society’s 
work will be the providing of trained 
men to go into new fields. especially 
in the Middle West, and undertake spe¬ 
cial work, such a* cstab’tshlng new 
churches or proving whether new 
churches are needed, the filling of va¬ 
c-ant places In old parishes until such 
Urn* ns affairs can be readjusted, and 
the putting of local work in cities upon 
a suitable basis. In all of this work the 
expenses of the men merely are to be 
borne by those In whose behalf tne 
work Is done. Th* need for such an 
organization 1* held to be great, and 
th* number of men who can be utilized 
will, it Is said, be almost unlimited 

A name has not yet been selected, 
mpr the precise character of the organi¬ 
zation determined, beyond that describ¬ 
ed. A number of bishops have already 
n*kcd for assistance of th* memand 
the success of the venture la assured. 

Solicitous About Work. 

Baptist and Congregational mission¬ 
ary organizations Avivc been solicitous 
during the past fortnight for work un¬ 
der their direction in Barcelona and 


other parts of Spain. It is hardly 
appreciated to what considerable ex¬ 
tent American missionary effort* have 
gx>ne in Spain, or how warmly, In con¬ 
tract to very recent times. Spanish 
people now welcome Protestant mis¬ 
sionary effort" In their midst. In Bar¬ 
celona Is a strong Baptist congrega¬ 
tion. with very good edifice, and a 
school that is attended by daughters 
of some of the first families of the 
city Throughout Valencia there a re 
other Baptist congregations and 
schools, and it I* for their safety that 
anxiety Is felt. 

Congregatlonallsts of America have 
been at work In Spain for more than 
thirty years, beginning first In the ex¬ 
treme north, and during the Spanlsh- 
Amerlcan War In 189S going out of the 
country altogether Now .they have 
headquarters In Madrid Itself, with no 
fewer than eight congregations and 
four schools, one of them large and 
flourishing. There is a story of hard¬ 
ship connected with both those Baptist 
and Congregational missions, but vic¬ 
tory has come to both of them, es¬ 
pecially during the past five years. 
Within that time a marked change In 
favor of religious liberty and In behalf 
of school* has come about, so that pro¬ 
tection by the Government is now ev¬ 
erywhere assured. Last May the 
Protestant Assembly of Spain met In 
Madrid, making a convention of more 
than 200. Including, of course, the lay 
delegate*. The only word to hand from 
Barcelona since the recent trouble 
there began has been of a hopeful 
character. 


Summer Conference. 

Presbyterians have Just established 
still another summer conference, and 
have named it the Log College Assem¬ 
bly. The location is In Hartsvllle, a 
village that used to be a college town, 
and has a good deal of local fame aa 
such in and around Philadelphia. The 
purpose of the assembly 1* the study 
of missions. There are. however, 
some classes In social sendee and in 
the English Bible The first week of 
the first session attracted considerable 
numbers. 

It was quite near to Hartsvllle. In 
Bucks county. Pa., that there was es¬ 
tablished the first Presbyterian semt- 
nary in America. It was founded In a 
log house by one Rev William Ten- 
nent, and out of It grew' not only 
Princeton Theological Seminary, but 
also Princeton University a* well. The 
log house ha* long since disappeared, 
hut the history of It Is kept In mind 
by Presbyterians. Some year* ago 
celebration of Its founding was had. 
with President Harrison a* chief guest. 
The new assembly perpetuates thla 
first of theological seminarian

FREIGHT RATES. 


Tennessee-Kentucky Operator* File 
Petition With the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


Knoxville. Tenn., Aug. 14.—Sixteen 
coal operator* of the Tennessee-Ken- 
tucky district announce to-day that j 
they have filed with the Interstate Com- i 
mere® Commission a petition seeking to 
secure an increased differential In 
freight rate* In favor of their mines. | 
The complaints set out in the petition 
Are directed against the Southern rail¬ 
way and the Virginia and Southwest-1 
em and Black Mountain roads, which. 
It Is charged, are owned and controlled 
by the Southern. 

The differential now prevailing In fa- ! 
vor of East Tennessee coal, as against ( 
Southwest Virginia coal. Is 25 cent* per 
ton, and the operators want this In¬ 
creased to 60 cents per ton. They i 
claim that Virginia coal fields are an 
average of 200 miles further removed 
from the Southeastern points at which 
the two coals come into direct competi¬ 
tion. and that by reason of the alleged 
preferential rate granted the Southwest 
Virginia mines by the Southern railway 
and it* subsidiary corporations, the Vir¬ 
ginia operators are enabled to undersell 
the East Tennessee operators In com¬ 
mon parlance, it 1* a fight for lower 
freight rates, the differential being the 
difference In the rates applying to the 
two sections. *

George Hill cam© from Germany to 
fcew Bedford to make hls fortune thlr-

^aays a New Bedford dispatch to 

Tho fortune never came; neither did 
the wife nor tho little girls; but Tues¬ 
day a man who said he was August 
Bchrelber. and Mr. Hill’s son-in-law. 
called the old man’s room, and to¬ 
gether they went to a lawyer’s office, 
wher© Mr. Bchrelber turned over $&$.- 
000. the results of Investments made by 
the wife of the weekly sum klr. Hill 
had sent in the ©aftlor days to pay the 
passage for hls family across the 
ocean. 

It was in 1*72 that George Hill, a 
promising musician, came to this coun¬ 
try and settled In New Bedford. Hls 
wife and two little daughters were to 
Join him when he found hls fortune. 
He Is 77 years old now; the fortune 
was never found and the wife nnd two 
little girls never Joined hint. 

He wo* a good musician, but tt was 
hard to get established In a new 
country where the people did not know 
hi* language. But they knew hls mu¬ 
sic. and between his earning* from hls 
playing and the few pupils ho secured 
he was able to make a living. 

- Bach week he wrote a letter to his 
wife and the two little girls, and wtth 
every Iqtter hr Inclosed money. tt 
mattered not how scant the living, the 
money must be sent, for this money 
wall the foundation on which he built 
hls hopes of the fortune and having

hf» wife and the two little girls wtth 
him again. 

The years began to slip by and th© 
fortune he had sought seemed vision¬ 
ary. Then one day tt dawned on him 
that the two little girls at home were 
no longer little, but young women. 

He began to insist that hi* wife 
bring the children to him with the 
money that he had sent each week, but 
she refused to come, and he was un¬ 
able to go to them, so h© fell back on 
the old habit of writing each week 
and Inclosing money. And hls friends 
said that a now note uf sadness hod 
crept Into hls music.

The feather or rose 
that cost 20 ©cots to dye flve years 
ago would cost $0 rents to $1 for Its 
dyeing to-day. There ar«j twenty tint* 
of hlu©s and green*, so subtle and re¬ 
fined that five years ago they were 
Impossible. I have pulled out threads 
of old tapestry and asked the dyer. ’Con 
you copy that.* ’’

In the coffer* of hanks! Such was the 
amazing total arrived at a few years 
ago by the Edinburgh Merchants* Com¬ 
pany. which petitioned Parliament with 
the same object as a bill recently in¬ 
troduced into the House of Cofmp°n*— 
that all such balances shall be confis¬ 
cated by th© State 

Whether th© estimate Is fairly ac¬ 
curate It Is Impossible to say. heennso 
hankers make no returns of unclaimed 
funds in their po^esslon. and refuse to 
glv© any informat ion on the subject. 
Bur banks unquestionably hold enorm¬ 
ous sums for which no owncers aro 
forthcoming 

An Indirect proof of this Is that sav¬ 
ings banka which are obliged to pub¬ 
lish their accounts. Invariably acknowl¬ 
edge having some dormant and un¬ 
claimed balnm*©*. Only a few months 
since, fne made a special effort to dis¬ 
cover fhe owner* of a number of such 
accounts; hut. though It found the pen. 
pie entitled to £5.172. tt Was unable to 
tra©e the owners of deposit* oggregat-. 
Ing £5.124. says Tlt-Blts. 

Further evidence to th© same pur-' 
port Is supplied on the occasion of a 
bank failure. When the Western Hank 
of Scotland went Into liquidation, many 
balances were unclaimed, and twenty 
years afterward, there remalrted own¬ 
erless £10.26$. In connection with th© 
liquidation of the City of Glasgow 
Bank, again, no claims were lodged in 
respect of £54,143; and. though sub¬ 
sequently some of the money was 
claimed, the Assets* Pomnany not long 
sine© had thousand* of pounds for 
which owners could not be found 

Look, too, at th© special manner In 
which the Old l^ady nf Threadneedle 
street deals wtth dormant balances of 
long standing Sh© Invests them, and 
the Interest which accrues is sufficient 
to pension the widows of her deceased 
clerks

I talked tost 
night with a man who was on a train 
stopped near Harbin This is one of the 
biggest cities of northern Manchuria, a 
largtf military post, and fuyrounded 
with Russian soldiers. Nevertheless, the 
Huang Houtzes had arranged to ditch 
the cars and rob the passengers. They 
had twisted the rolls Just above an em¬ 
bankment About twenty feet high and 
were waiting on the hill* nearby for the 
express to come. In the meantime tho 
patrolman had discovered the Injury 
done to the tgpek. He fired three shots, 
and thus warned the engineer so that 
the train was stopped within about fif¬ 
ty feet of where the rail* were broken. 
Upon the car* was a large guard of 
Cossacks, who made a demonstration. 
This frightened the bandits and they 
remained on a neighboring hill while 
the train stopped. They watched the

relay tho traA&s, and fired a parting 
volley at them as the train pulled 

away. 

These bandits will have to be con¬ 
trolled by the Chinese. Neither the Jap. 
ancse nor the Russian* will permit a 
continuation of the attacks upon their 
train*. A* It is now. there seems to 
be a combination between the Chinese 
troops and Chlnree officials and Huang 
Houtzes.

O NE of *ne most Interesting ves¬ 
sels afloat to-day ia the King’s 
State barge now resting at 
anchor on the placid Thames 
at VirglnlA Water, nays Ix>nd©n Tlt- 
Blta # 

Very few people axe aware that 
th^ barge Is *tlll In existence, and 
would bo surprised to hear that His 
Majesty hopes one of these days to 
hike anckher trip in it klong the Royal 
River. 

It is Impossible to say how many 
years it is since first on English KJng 
maintained his State barge on the 
Thaqpes, but since both His Majesty 
and the Prince of Wales are great ad¬ 
mirers of this old custom it does not 
seem likely to die out yet awhile. The 
present barge was built. Jn 1625 for 
William HI., aud Is to-day a* sound 
as when it wa* built. It* frame Is of 
British oak, and It Is lavishly gilded 
and decorated, with the Royul arms 
prominently displayed. The barge was 
built by Mossip. Bolter & Co., of Ox¬ 
ford, a firm that is in existence to¬ 
day. 

William 111. was very fond of the 
river, and hi* favorite residence was 
Hampton Court. It was he who created 
Bushey Park and commissioned Sir 
Christopher Wren to carry out the fa¬ 
mous avenue of chestnut trees. Living 
on the bank* of the Thames he made 
frequent use of his barge, both on hts 
visit* to London and for pleasure trips 
to Windsor. 

Wien Prince of V^les. thfc present 
King took great Interest in this barge 
and saw that It was kept in proper re¬ 
pair. When he came to the throne 
ho decided that th© royal barge should 
pray a prominent part in his corona¬ 
tion festivities. When he Inspected 
Eton College, ^lerefore, shortly after 
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Dr. Lex’s Comfortable Cruising Craft. 
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The Waveland. * new boat owned by 
Dr. Edivtn A. I^x..of 1&0U South Sec¬ 
ond street, is now on exhibition a short 
distance below Rlvervlew Park pleasure 
renort.

his accession, he embarked upon the 
barge tn company with the Queen and 
other members of tbe royal family, in¬ 
cluding the eider children of the Prince 
and Prlncoe* of Wales, and traveled 
down the river as far a* Datchet, 
escorted by the Eton, boys in tlielf 
bdhts as used on tho “Fourth of June” 
celebrations. Thla* by the way. was the 
last occasion upon which the barge was 
utilized. * 

The ibargo was originally built for 
ten rowers, but only eight are now em¬ 
ployed, together with the King’s barge- 
master. who steers tho craft. This num¬ 
ber of watermen has been adopted In 
order to allow* more room for the royal 
party. As might be imagined, the posi¬ 
tion of King’s waterman 1* one that 
ts eagerly sought for. At the present 
time there axe thirty of these watermen 
and It It Improbable In the extreme that 
any more will bo appointed for some 
years to come. For generations theze 
watermen numbered forty, but with the 
barge so little used It was decided some 
time ago to reduce them to their pres¬ 
ent number. 

Ultimately not more than twelve of 
these are to be maintained, and as the 
present holder* of the office dte off or 
retire through advanced age others are 
not appointed In their places. Tho 
announcement, however, of a vacancy 
brings an immediate shoal of applica¬ 
tion* to the bargemaster, wltn whom 
the appointment restB. and there Is very 
eager competition for the coveted billet. 

The condition* are, however, rather 
severe. A candidate for the position of 
King's waterman must be one who has 
finished his time with a recognized 
firm on. the river, and ho must have 
been admitted to tho freedom of the 
river, w*hlle there are other qualifica¬ 
tions that are likewise Insisted upon. 
The pay of these watermen is little 
more than nominal. £3 10*. ($17.40) a 
year, paid quarterly, but their duties 
are extremely light. In addition to 
manning the barge whenever the Sov¬ 
ereign desires to take a trip along the 
river, they are on duty at Buckingham 
Palace or Virginia Water whenever 
a royal garden party 1* held. In order 
to take the guest* for a row should 
they so desire. In addition to tholrpay 
they receive a handsome livery that Is 
renewed ns occasion demands. This 
livery, by the way. though undoubted¬ 
ly picturesque. Is very heavy In which 
to pull an oar on a hot day. 

Tho long, full-bottomed coat Is of 
royal scarlet, while they wear peaked 
caps of black velvet of similar pattern 
to those of the State bandsmen of tbe 
Life Guards. Across the coat Is em¬ 
broidered the royal arm* In gold, while 
a large *l!ver plate on the left breast 
bears the waterman’s number. The 
state costume of the King** barge- 
master 1* altogether of a more ornate 
character, and he wear* a tabard rich¬ 
ly embroidered In something of the 
same fashion a* those worn by tho 
royal heralds. 

Another very Interesting duty that 
the King’s watermen are called upon to 
perform, and one of which the outside 
world know* nothing. Is to provide an 
escort for the crown whenever It I* 
moved from It* resting place at the 
Tower of London. Thu*, when the 
King open* Parliament In state, two 
watermen In their quaint livery, each 
earning maces, follow the «*rown. to¬ 
gether with the hargemAster. and a 
similar service was performed at th* 
coronation and 1* undertaken upon all 
such ceremonies. The origin of this 
duty to now forgotten, but. the custom 
Is still maintained. 

Tho King's bargemaster Is an office 
of the Lord Chamberlain’s departm* nt. 
and 1* always given to one nfho has dis¬ 
tinguished nlmseif along th© river. The 
present holder I* Mr. W. G East, one of 
the best watermen that have yet been 
produced, and the winner of more cups 
and championships than tt is possible 
to recall* Ho succeeded to his present 
appointment nearly eight years ago, 
following Mr. Messenger, of Teddlng- 
ton. w ho held the poat for half a cen¬ 
tury. The barge is in his sole care, 
and he Is responsible for seeing that 
It Is ready *for service at uny moment 
it* use may be demanded.

Years ago amazing ac¬ 
counts of It were brought back from 
India by travelera Everywhere they 
went they saw It performed by the 
magicians who throng that country. 
Seemingly it was one trick that would 
baffle the Illusionists of Europe and 
America. 

Then natives were brought over to 
perform the trick, and big audiences 
marveled. But It was soon copied by 
every magician of note, often with 
variations which made It still more 
astonishing. 

It didn’t take the tnflned men long 
to see how simple it was. Here you 
may see for yourself.

Not tong ago an oriental magician 
mad© hU appearance In this country 
and filled many successful engage¬

Why pine for r.ew effects when 
those on hand are so charming? .And 
why does not the whole race of wo¬ 
mankind band together to form a union 
for the protection of PRETTINESS! 

The present styles enhance the 
charms of the sex. Woman Is made 
slim, svelte, coquettish, mysterious—in 
her best phase* she Is a bit of perfect 
plastic art Truth to tell. It Is not our 
abused sex which is to variable, but 
the fashion mongers, the machine* of 
commerce, all those who toil and spin 
lo reap the golden coin, and who know 
that If let atone the average woman 
would be content to wear a gown lor 
ten seasons, as she did in the dear old 
time*. 

First autumn effects, as always, must 
be modeled to a great extent after 
the fashions of summer, and quite up 
to November. Such summer gowns as 
are suitable will be worn with smart 
light weight wraps and fresh autumn 
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hats. Some walking millinary already 
seen is far smaller than the headgear of 
the past two seasons, and so oddly 
sharp are some of the turned-up fronts 
and pointed wing trimmings that even 
upon the milliner's sticks they have a 
rakish, piratical air But the*' models 
are only tentative, and for the most 
part the hat* are imported and 50 may 
be excused their flightiness, for the do¬ 
mestic hat has great respect for popu¬ 
lar opinion, which exacts more moder¬ 
ation than may he shown across (be 
water. 

With these hats there are shown 
some absolutely new skirts which, like¬ 
wise, seem fantastic to the conserv¬ 
ative eye; they running to trimming 
effects dimly reminiscent, of the short 
pin-back overskirt, and the ancient 
trimmed panel. But here, there, every¬ 
where, is seen the summer darling still, 
the Empire and princeos gown, the 
loose sleeveless coat, the dr*p peach- 
basket hat with Its load of fruit or 
prim knot of posies. The high waist¬ 
line bids defiance to the normal one, 
and where the walking skirt grows 
a little shorter the fine gown still falls 
gracefully about the feet. As to ma¬ 
terials— 

There are woolen* and satins as sweet 
a* the Sky. 

Some plain and some patterned and all 
very high. 

There are old stuffs and new stuffs as 
cheap as can be. 

So pluck up your courage—Come, 

ladles, and buy! 

Indeed, the woman who I* now plan¬ 
ning to make or purchase her early 
fall wardrobe would do well to con¬ 
sider carefully ttyc four fall models 
here illustrated. 

Figure A.—This get-up consists of 
a transparent lace coat, lined with thin 
silk and worn over a princess gown. 
The stunning coat, which is a model 
turned out only a week since, will be 
found a very convenient and smart 
feature for some dressy autumn gown 
with sleeves in its own material. For 
a slim young matron of limited means 
I would suggest a gray, wistaria, or 
soft brown cashmere. with a fancy silk 
braid in a matching tint for the gown, 
and the coat could bo of the same, 
or else of a coarse woolen lace In the 
gown color. 

Well made in any material suitable 
to such & smart style, the costume 
would do for afternoon receptions, 
driving, the theaters, concerts, etc. But 


it is unsuitable for shopping or church. 
A bisque or biscuit-whit® cloth would 
magnificently realise the dress, with a. 
coat In a heavy matching guipure and 
hand embroidery for the bands. 

For the coat there will be required 
yards of material IS Inches wide, 
or 2\ yards 44 Inches wide. The band¬ 
ing calls for 8 yards, and the gown 
for 5 H yard# in double width goods. 
This is for the medium figure. 

The hat is a late shape In pale cream 
felt, with a willow plume In black and 
cream and black cherries and velvet 
ribbon. 

Figure B—Here Is' one of the new 
autumn's new children, but though 
the dress suggests a one-piece prin¬ 
cess effect, it is separated at ttys waist¬ 
line. Made, as here, of lorol heavy 
satin foulard in a somber hue. the 
dress would be smart and practicable, 
for while suiting itself to present needs 
it could be worn with perfect taste* 
fir into the winter. But a light¬ 
weight cloth could also be used for 
it as well as cashmere or any fancy 
wool on the market. If a spotted tex¬ 
ture is used, the startling bands hero 
employed might be of ribbon In the 
ground tint, sewn with discs of taffeta 
or velvet, though a handsome silk braid 
would be equally effective. 

For the drifts entire there will be 
required by they medium figure MH 
yards of foulard. The banding calls 
for 8*4 yards and the lace chemisette 
for 74 yard 18 Inches wide. 

The hat Is a shallow poach basket of 
tuclced taffeta over a buckram frame, 
trimmed with bias of black velvet, 
which slips at the front under roses 
posed to form the look of a huge 
buckle. The whole tenue of the wearer 
suggests a promenade in n fashion¬ 
able neighborhood. Church may be 
her bourne, and If sb she is very prop¬ 
erly gowned. 

Design C—This pretty little frock 
will appeal to those who wish to pre¬ 
serve the waist-line where nature has 
placed It. There are womeA who find 
themselves wTetched in the short - 
waJsted gown, and they vow that never 
was a more uncomfortable style In¬ 
vented. especially when the skirt is 
topped by a hard-boned belt that 
strives to reach the armpits. For 
autumn use. any thin wool or silk 
would he acceptable for this little 
frock, all of whose lines axe sweetly 
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girlish. With the neck cut out and the 
sleeves made shorter, and in a lingerie 
material such as mercerized batiste. It 
would be very effective over a lawn 
slip for smart' house wpar. though If 
tome of the trimming were left off 
any little simple cotton frock could be 
made in the style. 

With a 44-inch material twelve or 
thirteen yards would be needed for the 
dress entire /or the medium figure. The 
trimming consists of ailover embroid¬ 
ery between iaee insertions, and the 
hat is of dark tan rough straw trim¬ 
med with brown taffeta ribbon and 
a bunch of white rosebuds. 

Design D—One of the late effects in 
trimmed skirts is here displayed, the 
two pieces of the costume effecting a 
princess arrangement. 

As the model Is so stylish. It should 
be kept entirely for the “best frock." 
the yetting or reception dress which 
would be trimmed of lace and would 
need to be charmingly pale One of 
the very many bordered veilings, how¬ 
ever. would cleverly effect it without 
great expense, with tbs striping uded 
for the plaited skirt flounce, th? sus¬ 
pender portion of the blouse, and the 
under-arm part of the sleeves. Em¬ 
broidered pongee, which can be had In 
the autumn tints, would be more ele¬ 
gant. and the tucked net or lace used 
with it might bo in the same color. 
Again, the skirt would be an excelleat 
model for an odd garment in cloth, 
serge or vailing, with a handsome 
stitching Instead of the banding, or it 
could be trimmed according to tho 
smaller drawing. 

For the gkirt alone, for the medium 
figure, six yards of material 82 Inches 
wide axe required.

A CERTAIN old-fashioned school 
mistress used to say to th* 
young girls about to be grad¬ 
uated from her school, when 
she talked to them every week about 
lA*(r deportment: 

"Ady dear young ladies, to me it 
impossible that a perfect lady 
should h ->t know by instinct that green 
peas ttn<y 1 Uni sauce should be served 
with spmng lamp. This Is not the case. 
howevtV# with the young ladles of the 
present generation. Thu must be 
taught ev»m the moat elemental and 
essential rules of life.*' 

There are a few persons who dq 
seem naturally to know’ Just what to 
do on every occasion, but they ore 
vary few indeed. Mo*t of us, like the 
ftchool&lrls mentioned, have to be 
laugh 

It is not in tho big things of life 
that etiquette troubles us most. If 
you were to be presented to royalty 
you would gp through a regular re¬ 
hearsal before tho great event took 
place, and you would bo sure to make 
u good Impression at the ceremony 
Itself.

How can anyone wbo is eating noisily 
and ungracefully look around and see 
others taking their food as well-bred 
people should, and not feel the lesson? 

"Hurry is responsible for a good 
many table misdemeanors, but len t It 
strange that at a summer resort, where 
there ts plenty of time for everything, 
so many people will rush througn their 
meals as though their Uves depended 
ou getting to the end!

And thereby I came by an idea—why 
not a beauty memorandum book In 
every household? Certainly such a little 
book would greatly facilitate the toilet. 
It would save countless heartburns, 
oceans of worry, and—oh.w'ciL it 1 * 
such a simple little thing to have that 
I can’t think of a single reason why 
it should not be one of the cherished 
toilet possession* of every woman who 
takes even the most scattering thoughts 
of her personal appearance. 

That I may possibly be of somo as¬ 
sistance to any of my readers desirous 
of c< mpiling memorandum books of 
beauty this week's column is devoted to 
a varied assortment of beauty hints. 

First of all—since the hair ts wo¬ 
man's crown of beauty—let me begin 
with the scalp There is no more satis¬ 
factory unguent for Ah* scalp than vas¬ 
eline Being very penetrating It reaches 
the roots of the hair, where nourish¬ 
ment is needed, and if applied sparing¬ 
ly to the scaip aJor.e. with the tip* of 
the fingers and vigorous massage, it 
will not clog the hair. 

Only dry hair will stand the use of 
any grease very often, and whenever 
oil is constantly employed a weekly 
shampoo Is necessary.

ardently praised for Ito scaip-nourlsh 
mg qualities. It made Is follows:

Dissolve the carbonates and borax In 
the pint of rum. put the glycerine In 
the bay rum. agitate till thoroughly 
Incorporated, and then put all together 
and shako well.

Tragacanth % ounce 

Rose water .-I pint 

OU of almonds.- % drachm 

Crush'the tragacanth and put In th* 
rose water. Stand In a warm place, 
stirring from time to time till the gum 
is swollen and softened. Strain twice 
through a coarse cloth and then a fine 
one, and flniph by adding the almond 
oil and a little saffron or carmine to 
tint. 

A weak solution of borax and water 
applied several times a day with a soft 
cloth will much Improve in time n skin 
with a greasy tendency. A red nose 
requires careful dieting and abstinence 
from all highly-seasoned food* and 
splrltoua beverages, and both this per¬ 
secuted member and cheeks that en¬ 
courage a blulsh-red tinge will be more 
Improved by a liquid white than a dry 
face powder. 

An inexpensive liquid white can be 
made from 10 cents worth of precipi¬ 
tated chalk and half a pint of boiling 
water. Put the chatk In a wide bowl, 
pour on a little water and stir with a 
spoon till both are well mingled. Add 
the rest of the water to the paste, also 
ten drops of glycerine and a teospoon¬ 
ful of perfume, then put tho liquid In a 
bottle, cork to prevent evaporation, and 
i*hake vigorously before using. Apply 
the white with a bit of raw cotton, and 
when It has dried on the face, smooth 
evenly with a soft rAg.

A flesh brush may also be employed 
to advantage on the small eruptions 
which sometimes appear on the upper 
arm and upon the back bctw<*n tho 
shoulders. As Lick of circulation lx 
generally the cause of these, the fric¬ 
tion will cause their entire disappear¬ 
ance In time and keep the skin immune 
from a second crop. The flesh brush J» 
likewise necessary for removing thw 
dead skin from the body, for if these 
drv particle* ore left to smother the# 
pores the *kin can never present a 
healthy or clean look. Use the brush 
with a five-minutes' dry rub, and then 
after the bath wield it courageously for 
a good five minutes more. 

Feet that suffer and seem to grow a 
size or two bigger with warm weal her 
are grentiy helped by a warm soa salt 
hath, and an axter-rub of alcohol, ollva 
oil or bay rum. A dust of fopt powder, 
which Is a cooling commodity to b* 
bought everywhere now, is excellent 
after this rub.

He had squandered 
a vast amount of money extravagantly, 
but the worst blow came when two of his 
greatest friends- Lord Gage and leJrd 
Albemarle dl«d on the same day. It was 
the general opinion that they paid Lord 
Montford an annuity, but anyway he be¬ 
came more reckless than ever, for he even 
went so far a m to stake his life that the 
Duke of Newcastle would secure him a 
Government-appointment. He wanted to 
be Master of the Royni Hounds or else 
Governor of Virginia, and In both Jobs 
he was disappointed. The blow was sore, 
arid Immediately l^ord Montford aroused 
auipicjofc by Inquiries oa to the easiest 
method of self-destruction. He spent his 
last evening at White’s and it wax the 
last day of 1754. lie me his supper and 
afterward played whlat till the advent of 
the new year.

Next morning I^ord Montford sent for 
witnesses and a lawyer, and had his will 
drawn up. He then asked the limb of the 
law if a man shot himself would hln will 
hold good.

If not, watch Jimmy Archer some 
afternoon when Chicago’s Na¬ 
tional League Cub/ are perform¬ 
ing at West Side ball park and the enemy 
gets a runner on base at some particular¬ 
ly critical moment. Unless that runner 
hugs the bns* mighty close th© chances 
are all against his getting back to It be¬ 
fore Jimmy’s "squat threw" nails him 
and spoils tho budding rallyf^says the 
Chicago Daily News. 

As a thrower to bases there ts no catch¬ 
er In the gam© to-day that ts the equal of 
Chance’s regular backstop, who has filled 
in the shoes of the absent Johnny Kltng 
f«r better than most opponents of th© 
world’s champions Ilka to admit. Players 
In the National League have 00m© to 
druad hla wdng and attempt little bos*, 
running when Archer la behind the bat 
for the world heaters. Harry Lumley, 
manager of the Brooklyn club, voiced the 
general sentiment of players In the league 
when he said the other day: 

"It’s no use trying to run bases on that 
fellow Archer; he keeps every one glued 
to the bag with that snap throw and 
there’s no chance to get anything of a 
lead on him. If w© could guess Ju©t when 
he is going to drop a pitched ball or mak© 
a bad throw we’d take a chance now and 
then, but he ©eldoin doe© those things, and 
so our stolen bases are all th© reault of 
accident, almost never a real steal on 
Archer. 

• • • 

Archer'© throwing has gained him fame 
all over th© country, but there ar© two 
world’s records that he holds that have 
seldom been heard of. Both of them were 
gained at the expense of the Memphis 
club, of tho Southern League, when 
Archer was catching for Atlanta. The 
first on© was catching three men off bas« 
in one inning on four pitched balls; the 


other was catching seven runners off first 
in one game. 

In the first instance Memphis filled the 
bast*© with none out. When the next bat¬ 
ter ctne up the first ball pushed was a 
strike. Archer ©hot It down to the short¬ 
stop and the runner at second wo© nailed. 
Th** second ball pitched was also a strike 
and this time Jim, using the "squat 
throw." na on his first attempt, lined the 
ball to the third baseman and caught the 
runner there flatfooted. Then Archer sign¬ 
ed the pitcher to “pitch out" and a ball 
was wasted on the batter. The fourth 
was also a "ball.’’ and this time Archer 
shot It to the first baseman and the run¬

Archer also holds a peculiar record In a 
game played against New Orleans. Otto 
Williams, onoe a Cub. was with the Peli¬ 
cans, and, talking of Jim’s throwing abil¬ 
ity, Otto was rash enough to make a bet 
with a friend of 850 that in the rtrivs of 
four games he would Averags one stolen 
bA©e to a gam* Archer was told of this 
and Williams had hi© chance.

At-cher purposely walked him and, al¬ 
though he tried several times to go down 
to second, he not only failed th accomplish 
the steal, but was caught napping off first 
several times also. 

This "squat throw" la made when ths 
catcher Is sitting on his heels, In ths po¬ 
sition he assume© when signaling the 
pltrhef. In this position It is tmpo«slbl© 
for the baserunner to tell when he 1© go¬ 
ing to mak© the throw and Jim can do it 
with sovhttl© apparent effort to any base 
in the/dlamond that runners know th©y 
must /tick dose or they will be caugnt be¬ 
fore they can get back.

An Investigation .1* to be Instituted 
by Maj. David C. Poyton, general su¬ 
perintendent of the Indiana Reforma¬ 
tory at Jeffersonville, a* to the manner 
John Martin, a paroled man. came to 
secure hi* relea** from the Vigo county 
Jail at Terre Haute, Ind., where he was 
being held until an officer could re¬ 
turn him to Jeffersonville. 

•’It look* to me,” said Maj. Peyton 
last evening, ’that something i* wrong 
in the case and l cannot understand It. 

1 have written to the Sheriff of Vigo 
county, but a* yet have not received a 
reply. The case has also been taken 
up with, the Chief of Police of Terre 
Haute. I understand the latter is mak¬ 
ing an Investigation. I was notified a 
few days ago that Martin had violated 
hi* parole and was In Jail. I sent a 
man to Tern* Haute after him Wed¬ 
nesday and he was told Martin had 
been found to be Insane by a Justice of 
the Pence and had been released. That 
wo* all the explanation that could be 
secured. I am very anxious to get at 
the bottom of the whole business.” 

Following the statement to the officer 
sent after Martin another story* comes 
from Terre Haute that he escaped Jail 
at some period between Saturday. 
August 7i and Wednesday. August 11, 
but, according to the Information, no 
one knows when or how he came to 
get away. According to the latest ver¬ 
sion he Just evaporated It Is claimed 
he was being held In default of $1,000 
bond to answer to the charge of horse¬ 
stealing and disappeared from the jail 
This story* only puzsles Maj. Peyton the 
more and makes htra believe something 
la wrong. 

Martin is an old-timer at the Indiana 
Reformatory* and first came there on 
November 1$, 1107, to serve from one 
to fourteen years on the charge of 
grand larceny, hie specialty being horse 
stealing. He was paroled on four dif¬ 
ferent occasions, remaining out once 
only nineteen days. He was given his 
last release on June 16. and in a short 
time. It Is alleged, stole a horse and 
buggy at Terre Haute, trying to sell It 
In Illinois. This resulted In the ■arrest 
that has brought forth the present 
complication.

Fire Threatens Plant. 

. The complete water system and drill¬ 
ed men whose duty It Is to fight fire In 
its inclplency, saved the $1,000,090 plant 
of the Louisville Cement Company, 
which Is at Speed, ten miles north of 
Jeffersonville, from being In danger of 
total destruction yesterday morning. As 
It was, however, only a small loss shj 
sustained, no one was hurt and the 
damage can be repaired In a few days. 
The plant manufactures Portland ce¬ 
ment and 1* the only^one on the Indiana 
side near Louisville. It was erected oi 
an enormous cost as an experiment and 
was found to be so successful that Its 
capacity has been doubled. 

In the production of Portland cement 
an Intense heat is required and the 
kilns are fed by a coal dust as fine a* 
gunpowder. This Is forced Into the 
kilns by fans at n high pressure and Is 
fed direct onto the fire The coal to get 
1 Into the *hape required * r un through 
mills and pulverlxod. which makes It 
more or less subject to explosion on ac¬ 
count of the go* accumulating at times. 
This, however. Is cnrefu!ly # watehed and 
every precaution Is taken to prevent 
accidents or fires, jf this hail not been 
the case there is no telling what the 
result would have been yeat#rdav. 

The mill was running smoothly, when, 
without a warning, there came a flash 
followed by an explosion from one of 
the kilns. The flame* shot upward 
from the kiln and the roof of the kiln- 
room over the stock hopper, where the 
ground raw material Is kept, caught 
fire. The fmoke from the explosion had 
not t^gun to clear up until the water 
system, wag put to work and In a short 
time the fire was under control. The 
total damage did nor exceed 6350, and 
the rc*of surface damaged consisted of 
a space 18x10 feet in sire. 

Several men were at work near the 
kiln, but no one was hurt. 

William Noe Die*. 

While visiting hi* mother at Charlea- 
jtown, Ind., thirteen miles cast of Jef¬ 
fersonville, William Noe, of Indianapo¬ 
lis. died Friday night and the funeral 
will be held this afternoon. The burial 
will be at the ‘ Charlestown cemetery. 
Mr Ncks was a plumber by occupation 
and had lived at Indianapolis for some 
time A few days ago he came to 
Charlestown with his wife and live chll 
dren to visit his mother and to get a 
rest. Hts health had not been good for 
some time and he w’«* under the belief 
a stay at his old home might Improve 
his condition. Last Wednesday he sus¬ 
tained « stroke of apoplexy and paraly¬ 
sis simultaneously, the two having been 
Ibrought on by hi* broken-down phvalcat 
! 4 onditlon. Dlswlutlon was rapid and 
1 he never rallied after being prostrated 
(He was 50 years of age and besides his 
■mother, wife hnd children, he Is sur¬ 
vived by two brother* and two sisters.

FAREWELL TO 

THE GONDOLIER! 


The Motor Boat Invading the Canals 
of Old Venice. 

What Venice will be without gon¬ 
dolas the touriift will eoon have the op¬ 
portunity of Judging. The Mayor of 
Venice h&s revoked the licenses of the 
gondoliers who had refused to call off 
their strike, while the city fathers are 
at work striving to Bring the ordinance 
governing gondolas up to date. This 
calamity—for In one sense it Is a ca¬ 
lamity—had an origin characteristic of 
theee modern days* 

The proprietor of a hotel overlooking 
the Grand Canal purchased a number 
of motorboats. There Is a municipal 
law which requires the passenger traf¬ 
fic along the small canals to be carried 
on by gondolas. This law the hotel 
proprietor transgressed and was duly 
arrested and fined. He continued, how¬ 
ever, to defy the law. and when next 
arrested explained that his motorboats 
were furnished gratuitously to the 
guests of his hotel, and, therefore, were 
Hke private vehicles and might go 
where they pleased. Later on & gondo¬ 
lier overhauled one of his boats bound 
for the railway station and Insisted 
that the paooengers and baggage be 
transferred to his gondola. This was 
done; but on reaching the railway sta¬ 
tion the passengers refused to pay for 
their transportation, saying it had been 
offered them free by the hotel proprie¬ 
tor. The next act In the drama was a 
strike on the part of the gondoliers, ac- 
compa-nled by more or leas rioting. 
Meanwhile hotel proprietors began to 
buy motorboats. The riots Increased 
as the gondoliers realised the hopeless¬ 
ness of their position. At this Juncture 
the Mayor Intervened and revoked their 
licenses, while the law governing gon¬ 
dolas was brought before the municipal 
council for amendment. 

Wh»t will be the result? The utility 
of the gondola as a conveyance of pas¬ 
sengers and baggage has passed away 
forever—Just a* with the advent of 
steam launches In the lagoons the gen¬ 
uine romance and songs of the gondo¬ 
lier passed away. Above all thing*, th* 
tourist requires rapid transportation in 
"seeing Venice." This the motorboat 
furnishes him. The amended law will 
probably deprive the gondolier of ail 
his ancient privileges, although he may 
still remsin for some time a pictur¬ 
esque persopage, until, like the horse 
cab In land cities, he gives way to the 
Frankenstein monster which modern 
Invention and the demands of modern 
utility have brought Into being. 

And Venice, the queen of the Adriat¬ 
ic. with her last unique glory gme. 
with her marble palaces decaying, and 
h**r canals resounding with uncouth 
noises, no longer the Inspiration of 
poets and artists, will become sordid.
